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VICHY MAN-HUNT 
GOES ON 


Prison for Jews’ 
Protéctors 


Police action by Vichy against the Jews is still 
proceeding. The Swiss press reports that the police 
are making every effort to seize everybody who 
figures on the deportation lists. Frontier control 
has been strengthened, and in many places trans- 
ferred to the central State police, owing to distrust 
of loca! authorities. Searches in monasteries led to 
many arrests. Many refugees have had to leave 
their hiding places owing to non-renewal of the 
monthly ration-cards. No foreigner whose name 
figures on the deportation lists can obtain a labour 
permit. 

Some officials, despite active co-operation in the 
anti-Jewish measures, have been summarily dis- 
missed tor’ excessive mildness,” say the Swiss 
reports. The law threatens all persons sheltering 
refugees to between two months’ and five years’ 
imprisonment and arrests have already been made. 
There were seven in Grenoble alone. 

In accumed France, nearly 35,000 Jewish families 
were split up within eight days. Children were 
taken trom mothers and patients dragged from 
hospitals, “ Nothing is visible on the surface in 
Paris, except here and there motorbuses are seen 
abducting their loads of victims. Not a word of this 
mass acuion against the Jews is mentioned in the 
Pari, press. The population are incensed, but must 
remain Passive.” 


Nazis “ Watching ” Switzerland 


The German radio reported that 3,207 “ political 
refugees,’ all French Jews, arrived in Switzerland 
between September 23 and October $. The 
announcer added that the German Government was 
watching Switzerland's handling of the refugee 
probicm very closely.” 

The Swiss military authorities have issued a new 
warning against unauthorised crossing of the Swiss 
border. Heavy penalties will be imposed on Swiss 
citizens as well a foreigners offending against the 
regulations. 

French official documents (as quoted in the Swiss 
press) show that the following principles were laid 
down for the deportation of Jews: German, 
Austrian, Czechoslovak, Polish, Estonian, Lithu- 
anian, Latvian, Danzig, and Soviet nationals, as 
well as stateless persons and White Russians were to 
be deported. Without any consideration of their 
Personal situation, all Jews who arrived in France 
alter January 1, 1936. were included, with the 
exception ‘of persons over 60; sick persons 


who could not be transported; obviously preg- 
nant women; parents of children unde! two: 
Persons married to a French national = ofr 


having a child with French nationality; persons 
who figured on a special “* political delivery ™ list; 
and persons who had particularly. distinguished 
themselves in the French Army. (An instruction 
dated August 29 showed that this meant only those 
who had won the Médaille Militaire or the Legion 
Of Honour at the front.) 


Up to 62 Years Old — 


On August 28, Prefects were further instructed 
that they could take persons up to 62 years in ordet 
to fulfil the quotas. All persons without exception 
Originating from Holland, Belgium, or Luxembourg, 
who secretly Jeft occupied territory, were also to 

¢ handed over, as well as those who arrived in 
France after 1933, and were placed in forced resi- 
dence or secretly left the occupied zone; all in- 
ternees ; all who were the object of prosecution ; all 
unmarried persons between 16 and 40; and all 
foreign workers and their families registered in 
France since 1933. 

As for their families, the line laid down was that 
Persons over 60 whose relatives had been deported 
could either accompany them or remain in France. 
Very sick people could remain, but their relatives 
would be deported, Husbands of pregnant women, 
and their children under 16; and parents of children 
under two and their brothers and sisters under 16, 
could also remain, If the husband is French, the 
whole family could remain, But if a person figured 
in the “political delivery "’ list, the whole family 
was deported. 

Even so, many cases in practice exceeded these 
Stringent regulations. Thus Swiss Protestant circles 
learned that non-Jewish Protestants were occasion- 
ally taken in order to fill up the deportation quotas. 

Mr. Sumner Welles, at a press conference last 
Week disclosed that the American Government was 
taking all possible steps to rescue refugee children, 
ewish and Christian, in France from the clutches of 
the Germans. The State Department, said Mr. 
Welles, had appealed to the Vichy Government to 
allow refugee children to leave France so that they 
might find homes in the United States. 


IN HONOUR OF 
SAADYA GAON 


1,000th Anniversary 


Commemorated 


The 1,000th anniversary of the death of Saadya 
Gaon (882-942), the famous Jewish philosopher, was 
commemorated jointly by the Jewish Historical 
Society of England and the Manchester and Salford 
Institute of Higher Jewish Education at a meeting 
held on Sunday at the Grosvenor Hotel, Deansgate. 

Addresses were delifered by three distinguished 
scholars, Dr. E. 1. J. Rosenthal (Manchester Univer- 
sity), on * Saadya’s Lite and Personality ’; Prof. 
Edward Robertson (Manchester University), on 
* Saadya as Translator and Commentator”; and 
Dr. S. Rawidowicz (Leeds University), on “* Saadya 
—the Inaugurator of Jewish Philosophy.” 

Dr. A. Altmann, the Manchester Communal 
Rabbi, who presided, said Saadya had remained 
one of the great figures in post-Talmudical Jewish 
history. The year 1942 would be marked in history 
as a year of increased suflering for all mankind. 
Among the Jewish people it would be recorded as 
one of unspeakable horrors and persecutions. Yet 
a people that could look back over a millennium 
and more of both sufferings and achievements, a 
people that despite its prolonged agony took a pride 
in its spiritual heritage, such a people would never 
be broken. 


Preserving Unity and Continuity 


Dr. Rosenthal said Saadya was born in 882 (as 
they knew from documents found in the Geniza ol 
Cairo, and not in 892 as was accepted before) in the 
district of Fayyum. In 915 he left his native Egypt 
for Eretz Yisrael, and in 922 they found him tin 
Babylonia. Dr. Rosenthal then went on to describe 
Saadya’s controversy with the Palestinian scholar 
Ben Meir over the fixing of the New Year 923, 
Saadya’s only concern in this controversy was to 
preserve that unity necessary for the survival ol 
scattered Isracl, “* to preserve, maintain, and revise 
the unity and continuity of Judaism.” The signal 
service Saadya performed for Jewry in this teud 
with Ben Meir found its worthy recognition in his 
election to the vacant position of Gaon of Sura in 

Saadya set out to expound the Bible with the help 
of reason. He showed a new approach to Judaism, 
more in keeping with the tendencies of the times 
but giving to the teachings of Judaism a rational 
explanation. He was the first systematic theologian, 
thus supplementing his work of the reinterpretation 
of Jewish.Law in his capacity of Gaon by lucid 
exposition of the fundamental beliefs and ideas of 


Judaism. But for Saadya Traditional Judaism 
would have lost much of its,anpeal to the masses of 
Jewry. 


Professor Robertson said Saadya was fortunate in 
the choice of his birthplace: two great cultural 
streams met in him,.the Jewish and the Arabic, and 
he drank from the fountains of the learning of 
both. Ihe urgent need for translation of the

MR. BEN GURION’S 
WARNING | 


An Invitation to Dr. 
Weizmann ? 


Our Jerusalem correspondent cables: 

Mr. Ben Gurion’s statement at the week-end, at 
a conference held at Nahalal, that unless the present 
rift within the Labour Party is repaired, he would 
be compelled to consider measures for the forma- 
tion of an entircly new party, has come as an 
electrifying surprise to Palestinian Jewry, as an 
indication of the seriousness of those schismatic 
factors now working within the Mapai. 

Mr. Ben Gurion’s warning, emphatically uttered, 
was like an exclamation mark coming after a period 
of discussion and violent quarrels which had 
developed particularly after a section of the Labour 
Party had approved the Yishuv Security Committee 
agreement with the Revisionists for co-operation m 
the War Needs and Recruiting Fund Campaign, but 
were opposed by other sections, resulting in a split 
into three groups. 

The conference, meeting in. Tel-Aviv, on Mr. 
Ben Gurion’s initiative, is considering this proposal 
to abolish all party factions and create a united 
body. Two leaders of the opposition group, Mr. 
Zisiing and Mr. Tabenkin, have already been 
expelled from the party-tor an infraction of drts- 
cipline. 


Dispute Between Leaders ? 


When the Inner Actions Committee meets on 
Thursday, 1f learn, it will consider a proposal to 
invite Dr. Weizmann to come to Palestine in orde 
to effect a reconcilation between him and Mr 
Ben Gurion, and also to enable the Executive to go 
thoroughly into the fundamentals of their alleged 
dispute. Mr. Ben Gurion will report to the mecting 
on American plans for a Jewish Commonwealth 
and also on political action during the war period. 


DRAFT AGREEMENT WITH 
U.S. NON-ZIONISTS 


Negotiations between various Zionist and non- 
Zionist graups in America have been successtully 
initiated, and an agreement about their co-operation 
in.the further building up of the Jewish National 
Home has been partly drafted, Mr. David Ben 
Gurion, President of the Jewish Agency Exccutive, 
revealed in Jerusalem last weck, when he addressed 
a press conference upon his return from the U.S.A. 

The draft. Mr. Ben Gurion said, 1s now awatting 
its approval by the Jerusalem Executive. “ History 
has been kind to us,” he continued, * because at 
a time of the hardest trials for Jewry there ts a con- 
centration of 5,000,000 Jews in the United States who, 
regardiess of any divergences, are firmly resolved 
to fight for the fullest emancipation of Diaspora 
Jewry and at the same time for the maximum 
expansion of the National Home.” 

Mr. Ben Gurion paid a particular tribute to the 
** Gewerkshaften (QWJewish Trade Untons) im 
America for their helpful attitude towards the 
Zionist cause, A most valuable development, he 
added, was the internal consolidation which had 
been achieved for the first time by all Zionist factions 
in America. 

In conclusion, Mr. Ben Gurion referred to the 
reaction of American Zionists towards the estab- 
lishment of the organisation Ichud by Dr. J. L. 
Magnes. There was not a single Zionist in 
America, he said, who was in favour of the policy 
of the Ichud. Rumours that the American Women’s 
Zionist Organisation, Hadassah, was backing the 
programme of the Ichud were denied by Mr. Ben 
Gurion. He refused to answer a question con- 
cerning his relations with Dr. Chaim Weizmann,

Consultation Needed on Policy

CAPTURED NAZI 
BOMBER 


Our Jerusalem correspondent cables: 

Serving with his unit somewhere in the Western 
Desert, a Palestinian Jewish officer was recently 
responsible for the capture of a German bomber 
intact with its crew. The dramatic story of how he 
did it ts told in a letter he has written home. One 
night, while asleep in his tent, he was awakened by 
a terrific crashing noise, after which came silence. 
Grabbing his revolver, he rushed out and saw a 
large aeroplane embedded in the sand. A German 
pilot poked his head out, asking, “ Are you German 
or Itahan? “ The officer, speaking fluent German, 
replied: “ Neither. I'm a Palestinian Jew serving 
in the British Army. Hands up! “ Pointing his 
revolver at the pilot, the officer compelled him and 
the other three members of the crew to dismount. 
They were then taken into custody by other men of 
the Water-tank Transport Company in. whose 
lings the aircraft had made a forced landing. The 
Nazis were mightily surprised to find a British officer 
and British soldiers able to speak faultless German, 

You can imagine what satisfaction we all felt 
at this capture,” concluded the officer in his letter. 


25th YAHRZEIT OF SARAH 
AARONSON 


Unusually large crowds attended the ceremony 
held at Petah Tikvah on the occasion of the 245th 
anniversary of the death of Sarah Aaronson, the 
Jewish herownc who during the last war rendered 
invaluable service to the cause of the liberation of 
Palestine as the head of a group of Jewish patriots. 

For the first time, Captain Alex Aaronson, D.S.O., 
the only surviving brother of Sarah Aaronson, 
attended a public pilgrimage to the grave of his 
sister In his speech he recalled the heroic deeds 
ol the organisation “ Nili,”’ which was founded by 
his sister during the last war for highly important 
and dangerous intelligence work on behalf of the 
Brittsh forces. He strongly complained about the 
lack Of appreciation in official Jewish circles of the 
achrevements of the 20 members of the “ Nii” 
gioup, who, he said, had saved the lives of 
soldiers of the British Army and of the Yishuvy 

Suatah Aaronson was finally discovered by the Turks, and 
shot herself to escape arrest, but she lived on for another 
three days. during which she was subjected to cruci torture,

PALESTINE POLICE 
No Right of Resignation 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


Lory WepGwoop in the House of Lords on Tues- 
day asked the Government whether they had made 
any changes in the administration or command of 
the Palestine Police, or in the rates of pay and 
allowances of the Jews serving in that force. 

Viscount Cransoane, Colonial Secretary, in a reply, 
gaid there had been no recent changes in thesadministration 
oc command of the Palestine Police Force. The Force had 
been under the opefational, as distinguished from adminis- 
trative, control of the General Officer Commanding the 
British Forces in Palestine since 1938. In June last, by a 
proclamation in the Palestine Gazette, the High Com- 
missioner declared the Force (except such part as constituted 
the Special Police Constables) to be a military force for the 
duration of the war, liable to be employed on military dutics 
in the defence of Palestine within the limits of the command 
of the General Officer Commanding the British Forces in 
Palcstinec. This proclamation did not involve any change in 
the administration or the command. By an order of the 
High Commissioner under the Police Ordinance, members 
of the Police Force to whom the proclamation applied had 
been granted military rank in addition to their police rank. 

There had been no changes in the basic pay of Jews 
gcrvine in the Force, but Palestinian ranks, whether Jews 
or not, benefited by the introduction of war compensatory 
allowances to mect the high cost of living for Government 
servants, in accordance with the approved scales. 

Lord Wedgwood said there had been a number of dis- 
charecs between three and four hundred he understood — 
of members of the Palestinian Police Force recently. Every- 
one of those people, in order to gct out of the Force. had 
had to commit some infraction of duty involving imprison- 
ment. and nearly all, he thought, had served terms of im- 
prisonment before they could get out of the Force. He had 
hoped that that sort of thing had come to an end and that 
men uld ect out of the Force by giving notice in order 
that they could gct back here and serve in our Armed 
Forces. if they preferred to do so He had given Lord 
Cranborne the names of tour of those discharged members 
of the Palestinian Police Force. Three of them had given 
fim (Lord Wedgewood) statements as to the administration 
of that Force. He would like to know whether Lord Cran- 
borne had seen those men and heard those statements and 
whether anything was going to be done in the matte: 


Declared a Military Force 


Viscount Cranborne said that the Palestinian Police Force 
fad been declared to be a military force® and. therefore. a 
man wih attempted to leave tt was in exactly the same 
position as a man who attempted to icave any other military 
force. He could not do so: he was under military discipline 
and control, and if he attempted to tcave he was commi- 
ting a military offence. He knew there had been such cases 
as Lord Wedgwood mentioned. Most of the people to whom 
Lord Wedgewood had referred had wished to join the Armed 
Forces of the Crown in this country, and therctore they 
had committed what they regarded as technical offences 
He thought thei action quite unjustifiabic 

lord Wedgewood, he continucd, did send him a number of 
letters trom members of the Palestinian Police Force makine 
cefiain comments and charecs against the admunistratwon 
of the Force He had not seen the constables himself. burt 
be had made arrangements for them to be seen at bis offic: 
if they should wish to be scen, and a icttcr had already gone 
to them to that effect. 

Lord Wedgwood said that when those people—over WH 
of them- joined the Palestine Police they did so on the 
understanding that they would be able to resign The fact 
that the Force had been automatically embodied in the 
Army out there did not absolve the Government from 
adhering to the conditions under which the members were 
Originally employed He asked if Lord Cranborne would 
be good as to him know as soon as convenient wheter 
he was secing the people he had mentioned. Otherwise he 
would have to put down another motion to discuss thew 
charecs 

Vescoumt Cranborne said he did not propose to see the 
men ftumscif, but he was making arrangements tor them to 

cn 


WAR CRIMES 


Government's Proposals 


Lorp MauGHaM, who raised the question of the 
Punishment of war criminals in the House of Lords 
last week, said in the course of his long and brilliant 
speech that there were ollences which could not 
be effectively tried before national courts He 
mentioned a few beginning with crimes against 
Persons, and in particular against Jews, who had 
been deprived of any nationality. 

Viscounr Simon, the Lord Chancellor, made the 
debate historic by his announcement on behalf of 
the Government of the proposal to set up, with the 
least possible delay, a United Nations Commission 
for the investigation of war crimes. The Commis- 
sion. he said, would be composed of nationals ol 
the United Nations selected by their Governments. 
, In concluding his speech, Lord Simon said: 
* The Nazis and their allies have set no limit to the 
ferocity with which the innocent inhabitants ol 
Occupied territories—the aged, the Jews, the women, 
the children—have been treated. When, theretore, 
this world war at length reaches its conclusion 
the only conclusion whigh free men and women it] 
ever accept—the world will have to tace the choice 
between alternatives: either the efforts of centuries 
to establish and preserve decent conduct in occupied 
territories are to come to naught and we are to 
rattle back into something even worse than the bar- 
barities of the Middle Ages; or else those nations 
which realise that world progress depends on pre- 
Serving the decencies of conduct must undertake 
and discharge the burden which falls to them, not 
to condone, or pass a sponge over, those frighttul 
events but to note them and to do their best, as we 
and the Allies will do, to show that they cannot go 
unpunished.” 


DISCHARGED ALIEN SERVICEMEN 


The Home Secretary, replying to Colonel Arthur 
-vans (Conservative, Cardiff South) in the House 
of Commons, said he had sympathetically 
considered a proposal to exempt from war-time 
restrictions those aliens who had volunteered for 
the Forces and had been discharged after a period 
Of service with good character. He believed the 
Majority to be trustworthy and loyal to the Allied 
Cause, but as he could not feel justified that there 
Were no exceptions he proposed that exemption 
from the principal restrictions on movement should 
granted where he was satisfied there was no objec- 
tion from the security point of view. Any alten, 
honourably discharged from the Forces, who wished 
to receive exemption should make application to 
the police of the district in which he lived. The 
application would be forwarded to the Home Office, 
and his decision would be given in the light of the 
applicant’s Tecord. 


_ Palestine Movement 


TOO FEW JEWS IN 
PALESTINE 


Disasters That Might Have Been 
Avoided 


Professor Samson Wright was the principal 
speaker at a public meeting in the J.N.F. Solidarity 
Campaign, organised. by the South West Essex 
J.N.F. Commission, last Sunday, in the hall of the 
Highams Park and Chingford Synagogue, Marl- 
berough Road, E.4. Dr. Myer Cohen presided. 

Professor Wright said that although Palestine was 

a small country much was being done for the war 
effort. It was a matter for regret that the Jewish 
population in Palestine was only half a million. 
Had it been two million he believed many of their 
disasters in the Middle East might have been avoided. 
The policy pursued in the past by the British Govern- 
ment had not done the Arabs, the Jews, or the 
British Empire any good. They had weakened 
themselves in one of the most vital spots in the 
Empire, for no purpose at all. 
_ Palestine, as a mandated territory, had no right to 
introduce conscription, but at the beginning of the 
war all the available man- and woman-power in 
Palestine was placed at the disposal of the British 
Government, but all offers of help were rejected. 
Gradually the force of events had compelled the 
Government to modify its policy, The Jews of 
Palestine were among the most devoted partners of 
the United Nations. Eleven million pounds’ worth 
of supphes tor the armed Forces was made on the 
spot in Palestine. No ships or convoys were 
necessary to transport these supplies, which were 
available immediately when required. An enormous 
amount of repair work was being done in Palestine 
The Arabs were numerous but their technical experi- 
ence was not great. A strong Jewish population, a 
population of people that could be trusted, was 
essential for the future of Palestine 

[here were two weaknesses in Palestine, went on 
Professor Wright. One was that they had too few 
Jews there: they needed a majority there. The 
second trouble ran with the first-—they owned so 
little of the land in Palestine. The Jews were a 
third of the population and owned about one six- 
teenth of the land, about 700 square miles. By what 
they did now they could to some extent determine 
the tuture of Palestine. They could buy as much 
land as they could pay for. 

Other speakers were the Rev. Nathan Levine, Mr. 
J.C. Singer, and Drs. Blair, Bryne. and Woolfson 

The Chairman said that the J.N.F. Commission 
in that area had set themselves the collection of 1,000 
guineas; so far they had collected £100. 


MORE REPUDIATION OF 
DR. MAGNES 


A statement placing on record its complete and 


unqualified repudiation of the political views 
expounded by Dr. J. L. Magnes has been issued 
in Johannesburg by the South African Zionist 


Federation 

The Federation. the statement declares, regards 
those views as being contrary to the fundamental 
aim of the Zionist Movement, namely unrestricted 
immigration into Palestine and the establishment of 
a Jewish Commonwealth. It considers Ichud’s 
policy as being of a subversive character and 
deplores Dr. Magnes’s conducting of negotiations 
with non-Jewish quarters “ calculated to undermine 
the principles and ‘to impede the operation of the 
Zionist Movement.”

Agency Work for Jewish-Arab 
Rapprochement 


The activities of the Political Department of the 
Jewish Agency in endeavouring to promote a better 
understanding between Jews and Arabs in Palestine 
were described in Tel-Aviv last week by Mr. Isaiah 
Klinov, Press Officer of the Jewish Agency, address- 
ing a gathering convened under the auspices of the 
“Committee for Good-Neighbourly Relations,” 
reports the J.T.A. 

Proposals for solving the Jewish-Arab problem, 
Mr. Klinov said, have been under consideration 
for many years by a special committee which includes 
members of the Jewish Agency and representatives 
of different points of view, including Mr. Solomon 
Kaplansky, Principal of the Haifa Technical 
College; Chief Rabbi Benzion Uziel; Mr, Daniel 
Auster, Vice-Mayor of Jerusalem; Dr. J. L 
Magnes; and Mr. Kalvarisky. 


Vast Apparatus of Study 


The Jewish Agency, Mr. Klinov continued, has 
established a vast apparatus to study this problem. 
Three times a week an Arab bulletin is published 
and distributed to all Arab newspapers and political 
bodies and institutions in Palestine and the neigh- 
bouring countries, including Saudi Arabia. The 
bulletin contains items emphasising Jewish achieve- 
ments in industry, agriculture, and other economic 
fields. It records all acts of Jewish-Arab rapproche- 
ment and at the same time describes the terrible 
plight of Jewry in the Diaspora and reports on 
events in Eastern countrics which have some bearing 
on Palestine. The same department also publishes 
a Hebrew bulletin mirroring Arab life, and a 
monthly journal entitled “ Yalkut Hamuzrach 
Hatikon (* Middle East Digest "), which 1s devoted 
to Eastern problems. 

The Political Department of the Jewish Agency 
employs a large staff of specialists and fiatson 
officers for regularising and improving the day- 
to-day relations between the two communities. It 
has also established a network of good-neighbourly 
relations committees, especially in the border 
regions, to settle questions concerning the joint use 
of water resources and pastures and to solve com- 
mon problems of health and security. These com- 
mittees have also established courses in Arabic, 
which in each term of 18 months give 700 students 
an opportunity of acquiring proficiency in that 
language. 


ICHUD EXPLAINS FURTHER 


Ichud, the Society established in Palestine by Dr. 
J. L. Magnes, is opposed to permanent minority 
status for the Yishuv, and stands for continued 
Jewish immigration into Palestine, according to a 
further section of its official programme, published 
last week. 

“It is the aim of Ichud.”” the Statement continues, “* to 
create a political and economic situation which will allow 
the absorption of the @reatest possible number of Jewish 
immigrants into Palestine, and this in complete co-operation 
with the Arabs in the economic, social, cultural, and political 
ficlds 


** Ichud is of the opinion that political progress based upon. 


equal rights for the two Palestine peoples and on the inclusion 
ot Palestine in a federal union with the neighbouring 
countries, which will have to eguaranice the fundamental! 
rights and essential interests of all partics concerned, is the 
effective and most heiptul way of securing an enilarecd 


immigration From this point of view Ichud is prepared te 
join as a body a league for Jewish-Arab rapprochement and 
co-operation on the basis of principles to be agreed on by 
the lcaguec. 

“While recognising that the Zionist institutions alone 
have a right to enter into political negotiations with 
outside parties, Ichud declares that every citizen and every 
Zionist group has a right to establish dircct contact with 
Jews and non-Jews for the purpose of clarifying the situation 
and cxchanging views as to possibilities as well as to prepare 
the ground for proposals and plans which will then have te 
be brought before the recognised institutions.” 


SCIENTISTS AID WAR EFFORT 


Opening the sixth conference of chemists ia 
Palestine, at the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
Professor Boptelsky (reports the Jewish Telegraphie 
Agency) stated that Palestinian scientists had many 
important discoveries to their credit since the out- 
break of war, but for obvious reasons none could 
be disclosed or even discussed @#® a public con- 
ference. The contributions of Jewish chemists to 
the war effort, he added, were very substantial 
indeed. He appealed to the assembled 100 delegates 
to maintain the high standard of scientific research 
set by the Chemical Faculty of the University.

in Kuibyshev send us such messages about Jewish 
heroism, thereby recognising, as the Soviet Yiddish 
poet Peretz Markish says, that “we are one people, 
and now we are one army.” So far, the Soviets alone 
tell us of the deeds of gallantry of its Jewish fighters, 
instead of trying like the other Governments to 
veil in anonymity the part that Jews are playing in 
this war against the most relentiess and most power- 
ful enemy Jews have ever had. Lhope one day soon 
to publish for the United Jewish Committee a book 
of stories received by us from Kuibyshev of “Jewish 
Heroes in the Soviet Forces.” 

I will not follow your correspondent into a dis- 
cussion of the value of a Jewish Army. I think I 
was the first Anglo-Jewish journalist to urge in 
print the formation of a Jewish Army; as soon as 
Meir Grossman arrived in London from the last 
Zionist Congress, he and I collaborated in the 
carliest efforts to put forward the demand for a 
Jewish Army. Even before that, at the time of 
Munich, when I was convinced the war would 
come, 1 spoke with Jabotinsky about a campaign 
for the immediate restoration of the Jewish batta- 
hons that had existed during the last war. 

But the United Jewish Committee exists to answer 
the appeal of the Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in 
Kuibyshev, and to respond to its call to establish 
friendly relations between Sovict Jewry and world 
Jewry. We want the support of all Jews in this 
country, whether they demand a Jewish Army, as I 
do, or not: whether they are religious Jews or not; 
whether they are Zionists or not. 

Without attempting to impose any uniformity in 
other questions, all Jews, whatever their outlook 
and belief, are threatened by Hitlerism and there- 
fore must recognise that fact. And all Jews, there- 
fore, can and should unite in repeating and acting 
up to the vow taken by the Jews at the great meeting 
of the Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee held in 
Moscow: “1 swear to avenge the lives of my 
brothers and sisters: those who were tortured and 
burned and buried alive: all the towns and villages 
looted and pillaged in the countries which fell be- 
neath the enemy's claws. 1 swear to spare neither 
my life nor any of my possessions. By all means 
within my power I will help my brothers and icllow- 
fighters of the freedom-loving nations in the 
struggle against Fascism. I swear that nothing will 
be too difhcult or too dear for me, to save my people 
from extermination. 1 shall be in the forefront of 
those who will fulfil their sacred duty in the struggle 
to defend the life and honour of the Jewish people.”

“LIDICE SHALL LIVE” 
Mr. Hore-Belisha’s Challenge 


The Rt. Hon. Leslie Hore Belisha, M.P. (former 
Secretary of State for War), was among those who 
spoke at a reception at the Dorchester Hotel on 
Monday to launch the campaign for the establish- 
ment of a “ Lidice” settlement in Palestine in 
memory of the Czechoslovak village wiped out by 
the Heydrich regime. The function, which was 
held under the auspices of the Masaryk-Gaster 
Fund of the Federation of Czechoslovakian Jews, 
was attended by representatives of the various Allied 
Governments, 

Sy George Jones, M.P., said that the appeal was 
to all sections of the community. Recalling what 
had happened to Lidice, Sir George said it was one 
of the most monstrous pieces of savagery which even 
the Germans had perpetrated in this war. 

The Nads, said Lord Strabolgi, did not realise 
that this crime, far from terrorising the world, only 
aroused a determination to punish the perpetrators. 

Mr. Hore-Belisha said that reprisals had become 
the recognised method by which the Nazis justified 
their baser cruelties. But the spirit of Lidice lived. 
Czechoslovakia was not blotted out. By that act 
it was made immortal and what could be more 
fitting than that the youngest of European States 
should be commemorated in the oldes§ of all lands? 
The spirit of Europe was reviving. The happenings 
in France were of the deepest significance: Jews all 
over the world must recognise with reverent grati- 
tude that if Liberty and Equality were removed from 
the banner of the Revolution, Fraternity was 
restored by the Church. 

These happenings, said* Mr. Belisha, should help 
to unite men. For when Jews were persecuted, that 
was not an affront to the Jews. They had learnt 
through centuries to expect persecution. It was an 
affront to all religion. The events in countries of 
Nazi rule could not have happened if the essential 
moral unity of mankind had been recognised in 


time. 
Act of Faith 


One could not help being moved, he went on, by 
the spirit of hope which inspired all the oppressed 
peoples. When it was desired to commemorate the 
other day the 70th birthday of the Chief Rabbi, what 
did the Jews choose to offer him?—a forest, which 
could not be fully grown for many years. What 
an act of faith in the future! So also could they 
see that Czechoslovakia would be indomitable. 

Sir Herbert Emerson, G.C.1L.E., High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees, said that in former years 
Czechoslovakia gave shelter to thousands of Ger- 
man and Austrian refugees. Now she had to make, 
for the time being, provision for her own people. 
He looked forward to the time when they would go 
back to their own country and renew the life of the 
original Lidice under.its own name. 

M. Jan Stanczyk (Polish Minister for Social 
Welfare) said that the infamy of Lidice had 
strengthened their untiring will to tight against 
German tyranny. Linked to other nations not only 
by common suffering but also by the common ideal 
of freedom, the Jewish nation was entitled to demand 
equal rights as a nation and for each individual, 

Dr. Slavik (Czechoslovak Minister of Interior and 
Education) expressed the thanks of his Government 
for the decision to reconstruct Lidice in Palestine 
where already, he recalled, the nameé of Masaryk was 
honoured. 

M. Valkov (representing M. Bogomoloy, Soviet 
Minister to the Czech. Government) said Hitler 
could not break the spirit and the will to fight of 
the people of Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and other 
countrics by any measures of terror. He spoke of 
the many smashing blows which Hitler had already 
suffered trom the Red Army and said that.the people 
of his country had shown the world how to defend 
one's natiye soil. He urged the opening of a Second 
Front noW in order to give Hitler no respite. 

M. Edward Le Ghait (representing the Belgian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. Spaak) read a 
message from M. Spaak in which he praised the 
establishment of the settlement as a valuable con- 
tribution to the spiritual forces waging the fight for 
freedom and justice. 

Dayan Harris M. Lazarus said that they as an 
eternal people, understanding the meaning of perse- 
cutilon and resistance to the tyrant, would see that 
Lidice would be amongst the eternal memories which 
they cherished. 


KASHRUT OF FISH

The only sure guide to 
ascertain whether a fish is kasher is to make sure 
that jt has scales.

TERROR IN DENMARK 
Jews Fear Nazi Coup 


The tension in Denmark as a result of the new 
Nazi move to secure effective control of the country 
has produced terror among the Danish Jews, and 
especialy among the refugees. 

The Swedish Consulate in Copenhagen has been 
besieged by Jews pleading for visas to emigrate to 
Sweden, but very few are fortunate enough to obtain 
them. Worse still,.the German authorities, on the 
pretext that the Jews largely share the responsibility 
for the acute relations between the German and the 
Danish Governments, have ordered that they shall 
not be allowed to leave. Many Jews in Denmark 
have closed their busingsses and have packed up all 
their belongings, but the question of Wohin? remains 
unanswerable for them. Some Jews even tried to 
leave for Sweden in small boats, but were turned 
back by German sea patrols. 

It is meanwhile reported that the news broadcast 
by the Nazi-controlled Oslo radio that the Chief 
Rabbi of Copenhagen and five leading members of 
the Jewish Communal Executive had fled to Stock- 
holm ts incorrect. It ts learned in Stockholm that 
the Jewish spiritual and lay leaders of Denmark are 
at their posts in Copenhagen, anxiously watching 
the situation and relying on their King and Govern- 
ment to protect Danish Jewry, 


JEW-BAITERS’ CHORUS 


Pellepoix and Farinacci are 
Worried 


“STOP PITYING THE JEWS” 


Frenchmen have been officially admonished that 
they are expected to hate the Jews, and that they 
must stop critecising the Government's anti-Jewish 
persecutions. 

In a broadcast statement by Darquier de Pelle- 
poix, the Vichy Commissioner for Jewish 
complaint ts made that “ naive Frenchmen. with- 
out realising that they are influenced by Jewish 
propaganda, are continually talking about the 
‘good Jew.” One can hear such sentences: * But 
there arc good Jews, my dear friend: yes, there 
arc. I know a Lévy, an Israél, a Drevfus, etc. There 
are good and bad, as everywhere else.’ 

“For all Frenchmen who have understood that 
the Jewish problem is a collective problem, declares 


Pellepoix, “* the question no longer arises. The Jew 
must not interest Frenchmen individually. To be 
anti-Jewish is to support national defence. Jewry 


invaded and oppressed France, and led her irom 
disaster to disaster. . . . All Jews must be treated 
as the enemies of France, not because they are good 
or bad, but because they are Jews. It is strange 
that Frenchmen could have thought otherwisc, while 
throughout the numerous wars which have con- 
tinually opposed racially allied nations, it has neves 
been thought that an enemy should be spared under 
the preteat that he was perhaps a good citizen, a 
good father or an honest trader.” 

By a striking coimeidence, Farinacci, the 
Jew-baiter, has been constrained to issuc a similar 
cxhortation to the Italian people. 

Pity for the Jew is a crime against the new F urope, 
says editorial in ReGime Fascisia. 
resistance of the Italian clergy against the 
Jewish policy in Italy is due, it says, to the © bliss- 
ful ignorance” of the Jewish question prevailing 
among the clergy. Sincere Catholics “* must Jearn 
to look on pity forthe Jews with disgust. 


SYNAGOGUES CLOSED IN SPAIN? 


In connection with an authorisation issucd by the 
Spanish Embassy in London to the Agudath Is:acl 
Organisation to deny a report of the dissolution ol 
Jewish religious organisations in Spain, it i, now 
reported that a Polish Jew who recently arrived in 
Britain from Barcelona has confirmed the allesa- 
tion that the Synagogues in Spain have, in fact, 
been closed as a _ result of the intrigues of the 
Gestapo. He added that the Synagogue in Barcelona 
had been desecrated by the Jew-baiters and the 
Scrolls of the Law torn up. 


GHETTO POLICE 


The rigorous police rules in the Warsaw ghetto 
have become even harsher since the introduction ol 
Ukrainian and Latvian guards. These now numbc! 
S,000, and they are under strict Gestapo supe'- 
vision. They are forbidden to have any contact 
with the Jews, and must not talk to them when off 
duty. They are armed, and have the right to shoot 
persons disobeying orders. 

The Ukrainians behave with special ruthlessne>», 
and try to please their German masters by peise 
cuting the Jews in real Gestapo style. The number 
of street arrests has greatly increased, and house 
searches are more frequent than ever, The assault 
ing and even whipping of Jews in the streets by the 
new police is a daily sight. Jews are punished not 
only for disobeying the smallest police rule. bul 
for what the new policemen call their “ intention 
to break rules. Thus one day many Jews walking 
in the direction of the ghetto gates were arrested 
and fined because the police declared that they we'e 
going towards the "gates with the intention o! 
escaping from the ghetto. 

Bul the Jewish police force itself has not yet 
been disbanded. Some are retained to keep the 
new police company and act as guides until they 
learn to know their way about the ghetto. 


Following intervention by the Vatican, about 100 
converted Jews have been allowed by the Gestapo 
to leave the Warsaw ghetto and take up residence im 
districts just outside the ghetto walls. But they are 


not allowed to live in areas assigned to ‘* Aryans. 
The majority of them are women and converts 
over 70. 
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‘A CHRISTMAS GIFT FOR 
HITLER 


Germany Judenrein ” 


A promise has been given to Hitler by Heinrich 
Himmier, chief of the Gestapo, that after Christmas 
no Jews will remain in Germany, according to 
reports reaching London. ee 

The reports state that Berlin is the only city in 
Germany where Jews in considerable numbers are 
still living to-day. They are employed in war 
industries, Or are doing work considered indispens- 
able under present Conditions as doctors, technicians, 
and chemists. 

Every Jew in Berlin knows that his turn for 
deportation will come, and that when it comes it 
will mean almost certain death. Transports are con- 
tinuing to leave Berlin for the East. Some of the 
deportces are taken to the already overcrowded 
ghettocs, others are put to work in draining marshes 
in Eastern Poland and Russia, but there have also 
been transports which went straight to execution 
places known to exist in the neighbourhood of 
Warsaw and Minsk.

GUERRILLA YOMTOV 
Yugoslav Jews Pray and Fight 


The number of Jewish fighters in the Yugoslav 
guerrilla army under General Michailovitch is 
steadily growing. They already number about 
16,000, including 2,600 Jewesses and 300 youths, and 


they include not only Yugoslav Jews, but also 
Jewish refugees from Greece, Bulgaria, and 
Hungary. 


It was stated that the Jewish fighters have three 
Army Chaplains, including a Rabbi from Salonika. 
During the Holy-days, services were held in all 
parts of Yugoslavia controlled by the guerrillas, and 
the Jewish fighters had a sufficient supply of Scrolls 
ot the Law, Prayer-Books, and Talletim. The 
Shofar was blown at the services. 

Apart from the weekly organ in the Serbian lan- 
guage, S7ipOW, regularly published by the Jewish 
guerrillas, periodical publications are also issued in 
the Ladino, Bulgarian, and Hungarian languages 
for the benefit of the Jews from Greece, Bulgaria, 
and Hungary. 


The Serb quisling Government has issued a 
decree ordering the confiscation of all Jewish 
property. The decree is said to have been dictated 
by the Nazis as a reprisal for the participation of 
large numbers of Jews in the guerrilla bands, 

According .to the Nazi press, 265 Moslems in 
Sarajevo have answered the call of the ex-Mufti of 
Jerusalem to join his Arab Legion and help the 
Axis. The men were sent to guard concentration 
camps in Yugoslavia in which Jews are interned. 
Ihe Nazi authorities report that they are carrying 
out their duties in“ a most satisfactory manner.” 


JEWISH GENERAL'S CALL TO 
SOVIET JEWS 
“ Annihilate the Fascists ~ 


A call to Jewish soldiers in the Red Army and to 
Jewish guerrilla, behind the Nazi lines to. ficht 
“even more ruthlessly agamst the savage animal in 
order to avenge the blood of Jewish daughters, 
mothers, and intants,” was made by Major General 
Jacob Kreiser, Soviet Commander and one of the 
most popular heroes of the Russian people, in an 
address given at a mass meeting at Ufa, in the 
Bashkirian Soviet Republic 

General Kreiser paid tribute to “the hundreds 
of thousands of Jewish fighters in the Red Army 
who, together with other Red Army men, are show- 
ing unprecedented examples of heromnm thts 
patriotic war.” Describing the exploits of several 
of the Jews in his division, the General said that 
hundreds of Jewish commanders, soldiers, and 
partisans had been decorated tor ther daring and 
fearlessness 

Hither’s aim.” he went on, “1s to exterminate 
my people and wipe them off the face of the carth 
In the occupied countries of Czechoslovakia, 
Poland. Austria, Holland, and elsewhere, and. in 
the temporarily occupied parts of the Soviet Union, 
the Germans are exterminating the Jewish people 
with sword and fire. In the territones trom which 
we have driven the Germans IT have witnessed 
appalling scenes of savagery and bloodthirstiness. 

* Remember,” he said, “ that upon the heroic 
fighters of the Red Army depends the destiny of all 
the peoples in the Soviet Union—-particularly the 
Jewish people. We Red Army men, faced with the 
heroic duty of clearing the Fascists from our soil, 

hall live up to our task. As a general of the Red 
Army and as a son of the Jewish people, | vow not 
to put down my sword until the last Fascist shall be 
med ott the hace of the earth.” 


A SOLDIER OF STALINGRAD 


David Katz. a Jewish soldier at Stalingrad, has 
been awarded the Lenin Order and has been given 
the command of a gun detachment with the rank of 
Sergcant for the heroism displayed by him in destroy- 
ing a number of German tanks. 


POLISH JEWS EIN RUSSIA 
Are They Being Held Back ? 


Out of 130,000 Poles to come out of Soviet Russia 
during the past 12 months, only some 2,000 have 
been Jews This is reported (writes a. corre- 
spondent) in semi-ofticial Polish circles in London. 

The fact that only a very small percentage are 
Jews is most puzzling, and has caused considerable 
uneasiness amongst Polish Jews in London, It is 
known that the majority of the Polish refugees in 
Russia are Jews, and one official Polish source has 
given the figure of Jewish refugees in Soviet Russia 
as being in the neighbourhood of 700,000, or about 
70 per cent of the total. 

One explanation offered for the fact that so few 
Jews are coming out of Soviet Russia is that the 
Soviet authorities are most reluctant to grant exit 
permits to Polish Jews, particularly if. these are 
from Eastern Poland, from towns like Lwow and 
Wilno, whence many thousands of Polish Jewish 
refugees have come. But even were this so, it is 
difficult to believe that had the Polish authorities 
really tried to bring more Jews out, only so fpw 
would have been allowed to leave Soviet territory. 
According to one report which has reached London 
from Teheran, the Polish authorities there are not 
anxious to help Jews leave Russia ; and this accounts 
for the small number that are in Teheran, 


ARREST OF JEWS IN NORWAY 


The wave of arrests of Jews is spreading through- 
out Norway. Apart from the recently reported 
arrest of Chief Rabbi Samuel and ten noted Jews 
in Oslo on charges of spying and sabotage on behalf 
of the Allies, a number of Jews have been seized 
in Trondheim and other towns. The Nazis have 
confiscated the property of the arrested Jews. 

In Norwegian circles, the charges are considered 
to be a Nazi “ frame-up.”’. Native quislings are 
helping their Nazi masters in this new drive against 
the Jews. Stockholm reports say that the arrests are 
a prelude to the deportation of all Jews still at 
large. It is estimated that there are now only about 
gM) Jews in Norway who are not imprisoned or 


interned. 


THE WRECKER 


“I kept the dynamite in the hope that one day I 
would be able to blow up a Synagoguc.” 

This statement was made in court in Pretoria, 
South Africa, by Wilhelm Albrecht Muser, aged 37, 
a boxer of German origin, when charged with un- 
lawfully having explosives in his possession. Muser 
was sentenced to six years’ hard labour. 

When asked by the prosecutor whether he hoped 
Germany would win the war, Muser replied: “I 
don't hope so, I feel sure of it.” He told of his 
experiences in Germany, on his return from which 
he joined the pro-Nazi Greyshirts in Johannesburg. 

“Once I saw a huge crowd of Jews in front of 
our City Hall and they all ran down the Germans,” 
he said. “ It was shocking.” 

Muser said that one day he passed the Syna- 
gogue in Johannesburg and noticed on the founda- 
tron stone the name of Schlesinger. He went up to 
the gate and found it locked so he jumped over the 
fence, walked along a narrow passage, and peeped 
through a window into the. Synagogue. 

“My suspicions were justificd. I saw a small 
crowd of Jews in the Synagogue handing pieces of 
paper to one another. It was then that I thought of 


the Protocols of Zion.” 
Mr. Justice Schreiner: Have you read the 
Protocols?——-Well, a few bits here and there. 

Cross-examined on behalf of the defence, Muser 
was asked: “ Why did you have to blow up a 
Synagogue?" He Because everyone 
knows that the Synagogue is not a place of worship.” 
(Laughter.) 

Asked whether all Communists were Jews, Muser 
replied: ** Of course, and all Jews are Communists.” 
Muser was also asked whether Jews are to be blamed 
for the last war. He replied: “ Certainly.” 

Another question put to Muser was: “ You are 
helping Germany by trying to blow up a Syna- 
gogue?’’ Muser: “ Something has got to be done 
l am a South African. I belong to the Ossewa 
Brandwag [the South African terrorist organisation 
against which the authorities have had to take 
action} which is the only thing which can save our 
country.”

THE “MASTER RACE” 


Attacks by Mr. Roosevelt and 
Lord Halifax 


A message by President Roosevelt denouncing the 
master-race theory as incompatible with the concep- 
tions of a free world, was delivered at a meeting of 
the National Foreign Trade Council in New York 
by Mr. Sumner Welles, Under-Secretary of State. 

“In a free world,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “ no 
nation must be enslaved by a race, nation, or group 
which calls itsclf a * master people" and demands 
by force or aggression the fruit of another's labour, 
as is the announced intention of the Axis Not only 
must the forces of tyranny and conquest be over- 
thrown and rendered 4mpotent, but during the war 
and upon our victory we must build a world in which 
the rights of man, all the rights of man, shall be 
assured.” 

Viscount Halifax, the British Ambassador ia 
Washington, in a speech in Pittsburgh last week, 
said that in the Battle of Brains, which is as impore- 
tant as the Battle of Britain, the chemist, the 
engineer, and the inventor are the front line troops. 
“ The Germans.” said, “ by their crazy policy 
of racial discrimination, have driven out of their 
country some of their finest scientists, while Britaia 
is getting an enormous reinforcement from the best 
technical genius of the United States.”

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THIS week, the 450th anniversary of the discovery of the 
New World by Christopher Columbus has been reached. 
Perhaps only now, after the lapse of more than four cen- 
turies, has a better-informed public learned, under the 
pressure of visible events, to assess more truly the full 
magnitude of that event, which certainly the explorer him- 
self could not have foreseen. As America grew in popula- 
tion and power it fought its memorable struggle for liberty 
and thereafter became among its staunchest citadels. Its 
Declaration of Independence is still among the greatest 
charters of human rights that have come from the hands 
of men. To the persecuted, the homeless, and the despair- 
ing of many lands it has given friendly shelter. [hither 
fled hundreds of thousands of Jews from the oppression and 
tortures of Europe, to build free, new, and prosperous 
lives. America, conspicuous and inventive in the labora- 
tories of science, launched a great chemical experiment 
with human material—the experiment that came to be 
known as “ the melting pot.” In this crucible millions of 
immigrants were to be fused into American citizens with- 
out, let it never be forgotten, shedding their inherited 
cultures and traditions. All were treated as equals. The 
hell-conceived notion of inferior and superior races found 
no lodgment .in the minds of the builders of the New 
World. And to-day that great country holds fast to its 
super-vital ideal. 4 

To-day, Britain and America stand embattled, side by 
side, for freedom—the “ four freedoms ” of human needs. 
Together, and with their Allies, they must build the happier 
world of freemen’s dreams. There is no other hope! 
What part will Jews play in this blessed enterprise? In 
particular, what share will American Jewry take in it? 
That Jewish aggregation is now by much the largest and 
materially the best-endowed Jewish Community, almost 
the only Jewry capable by its power of influencing alike 
the Jewish and non-Jewish future. It is not only oppor- 
tunity that beckons them, but legitimate pride born of the 
knowledge of the association of members of their people 
with the triumph that is celebrated this week. It was their 
forefathers in Spain who, Dr. Cecil Roth, in his incom- 
parable “ Jewish Contributions to Civilisation ” reminds us, 
not only believed in the Columbus vision but financed it. 
He used the mathematical tables and scientific instruments 
of Jewish scientists to guide him in his voyage into the 
unknown. His physician and surgeon on that voyage were 
Jews. It is even said to have been a Jew in the ship's com- 
pany, a Marrano sailor, named Rodrigo de Triana, who first 
sighted land, and another Jew Luis de Torres, the interpreter, 
who was the first European to set foot in the New World. 
It is said that Columbus left a small legacy to a Jew living 
by the gate of the Jews’ Street in Lisbon. It is nothing to 
the legacy he bequeathed to the Jews of successive genera- 
tions, and of which American Jewry is to-day the visible 
evidence. Surely it is their duty, as well as their pride and 
privilege, to prosper with all their might the work of his 
hands and of those Jews who helped him in the realisa- 
tion of his dreams? 

Objectively examined, the picture American Jewry 
presents to competent, impartial, and sympathetic observers 
to-day would not seem encouraging of undue hopes, 
There is an appearance of much bustle and hustle, but 
beneath the surface a reality of apathy to matters Jewish 
that surprises and discourages. Great sums are raised for 
relief purposes, but largely by playing on old ties and senti- 
ments by which later generations will not be moved. The 
American principle of loyalty to ancestral culture and 
religion seems, in their case, to be wilting. Jewish 
religious observance grows progressively more feeble. 
Jewish education hardly touches great stretches of the 
Jewish population. Jewishness, in its truest spirit, is weak. 
There is no intelligent Jewish outlook, or any thought-out 
Jewish goal for the future. Where, one asks, and asks in 
vain, are the Jewish Wissenschaft of German Jewry, the 
piety of Polish Jews, and the dynamic idealism of the 
Russian Jew, in all this bewildering medley? Where the 
true spirit of Jewish Nationalism, which seems so feebly 
nourished, so pale and hesitant? Where the evidences of 
Jewish self-regeneration? Such organisations as_ the

_ Hadassah have shown a fine and generous energy, but 


they touch only the fringe of their surroundings: and are 
in any case primarily charitable. 

To reproduce entirely sincere impressions of this kind, 
made on sober onlookers, is not to indulge any spirit of 
self-glorification. Jews in this country are too painfully 
conscious—those of them with any Jewish consciousness, 
that is to say—of Anglo-Jewry’s weaknesses, and also of 
the little light that devoted men still keep burning here, 
and which, carefully and lovingly tended, may grow to 
a warming and far-illumining flame. But the great over- 
shadowing fact is that it is to American Jews that the 
destiny of the whole Jewish people is, almost alone, com- 
mitted. If the pressure of anti-Jewish prejudice should 


‘become intensified in the United States, will they seek 


salvation in escapism? If it should relax, will they discard 
what little of Judaism still clings to them? What is to 
of Jewry in the trying period that the peace will 
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usher in? Thoughts turn inquiringly to the only other great 
Jewry—in Eastern Europe. Hitherto, it has been from 
Eastern Europe that Western Jews have drawn nourishment 
for their faith and fortification for their ideals. With 
almost pathetic fervour, Russian Jewry has in_ recent 
months been stretching hands across the sea, begging that 
their brethren in faith will clasp them in brotherly friend- 
ship. Will it be in this comradeship that American, 
British, and other Jews will once again find the inspira- 
tion for a renewed love of their age-long traditions, a new 
return to the old, but almost abandoned paths? 


A FALLACY EXPLODED 


“In the years before this war Jews were hunted like animals 
in Hitler's Germany. They were persecuted by the tens of 
thousands, while the watching world tried to pretend it was a 
domestic issue within Germany. It was no more a domestic 
issue than bubonic rats in Luxembourg could be a purely domestic 
issue for the citizens of that occupied area.” These words were 
spoken, the other day, by the American Ambassador, Mr. 
Winant, that fine and inspiring personality whose resonant 
voke keeps untiringly and frankly before the free peoples 
the principles and the truths for which they have entered the 
present struggle. His latest utterance offers, indeed, no new 
revelation, as our readers know; and it is perhaps significant 
that it formed part of the first Lecture on International 
Relations, founded and endowed at the University of Leeds 
by a Jew, Sir Montague Burton. But, coming from the 
American Ambassador, it is clothed with a new and a 
precious authority. Our world, in those post-war years, 
was, he went to to explain, losing the sense of solidarity, 
the sense of certain decencies which dare not be ignored, 
and without which no civilisation can keep up its immu- 
nity against the disease of barbarism. This same attitude 
to minorities was also seen in our indifference to the 


fate of other nations; and in the economic instability, 


diminished hopes, and increasing nihilism that also pre- 
vailed the Axis leaders found their chance +o reintro- 
duce the rule of pure force and cruel anarchy. And the 
moral of it all? “If we neglect the moral basis of our 
life, we invite a revolution against the very conception of 
moral law.” 


OUR BROTHER'S KEEPER 


We may beat our Axis enemy on every Continent and ocean, 
Mr. Winant warns us, yet the world revolt against civilisation 
will begin again unless we destroy the roots of cynicism by 
proving in conduct that We believe the words for which our 
world is supposed to stand—words like justice, freedom, and 
Christian brotherhood, he says. That is, indeed, the bare, stark 
truth. It has come to us from the highest spiritual 
authority, the Bible—* except the Lord build the house, they 
labour in vain that build it.’ We deceive ourselves if 
we assume the task to be an easy one. It will, on the con- 
trary, be a hard one, full of recurrent setbacks and dis- 
appointments. To what extent is the world—that is to say 
the peoples, the masses——prepared to resist them, and to establish 
against every contrary force the rule of justice, freedom, 
and brotherhood? Is it ready. even now. to admit the 
principle that moral delinquency knows no frontiers and is no 
more a domestic issue than bubonic rats in Luxembourg is 
a matter solely for the citizens of that tiny country? We know 
of no public declaration that clearly and courageously sets 
it forth that the outraging of the moral basis of life is the 
concern of all peoples. In its absence the moral law is 
endangered. 


The “dynamite” of anti-Semitism is scattered, sometimes 
heaped up, throughout the world. Yung minds, especially 
in Germany, have been sedulously trained in anti-Jewish 
prejudice. Many others, and not in any one country alone, have 
imbibed it with their mothers milk. All these, ready for 
exploitation in a world bereaved, impoverished, tired. and 
resentful, will be the prepared soil of some new tyrant evolving 
perhaps a new technique of corruption and devastation. 
In such conditions the prophets of justice and brotherhood 
may earn little appreciation but, on the contrary, many stones. 
If these evil cesspools of the Nazi spirit are to be defeated 
and the sense of human solidarity restored, we have to be on 
the alert right now and always. preparing not only by speech 
and counsel, but by national, individual, and personal example 
—by “conduct.” Sooner or later this must become a dominant 
consideration of all but amiable armchair theorists: “ We are 
our brother's keeper” must remain not a mere biblical text 
but a sovereign rule of statesmanship and everyday life. 


ENTER MR. SHAW 


“ THe Fihrer’s resort to the Mosaic law and our announce- 
ment of reprisals in kind raises several questions,” writes Mr. 
Bernard Shaw® joining in the controversy recently let loose over 
the shackling incidents. The reference is, of course, to the lex 
talionis—*‘an eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth.” But surely 
it is absurd to describe the Fiihrer’s infamous move as a 
resort to this principle, since while the British were only accused 
of tying the hands of prisoners for a few minutes during a couple 
of raids, the Germans — retaliated by manacling British 
prisoners of war who are safely under control, far away from 


the scenes of battle and for an indefinite period. If the idea at the ¢ 


back of the lex talionis is that of 7 3335 AW (“measure 
for measure”), then the Germans dealt out the grossest over- 
measure. And the British having truly retaliated according 
to measure, the Germans again tilted their side of the 
scales by threatening to’ shackle three British prisoners for 
every captured countryman of theirs so treated. This is, of 
course, only puré Nazism in practice. Meanwhile, Mr. Shaw’s 
description of their action as actually a copying of the “ Mosaic 
law ” may perhaps, at the expense of the author’s reputation for 
accuracy, pull up the Nazi torturers with a jerk. Maybe it 
is the only thing that could! 


ESSENTIAL JUSTICE 


Tue lex talionis was not an exclusively Jewish conception, 
for it figured in all early codes, as in, for example, the famous 
code of Hammurabi, though in much more ruthless form, 
Indeed it is recognisable even in modern laws where, for 
instance, murder is punished “in kind”—a body for a body, 
a life for a life. So far as ancient Jewish practice was con- 
cerned, it was never enforced with brutal literalness. The fact 
that the Israelites were forbidden to take ransom for the sou} 
of the murderer is clear indication that less serious offenders 
were let off with merely a fine. Whether anything is to be 
gained, either for safety or morality, by sparing Nazidom the 
experience it so gloatingly inflicts on its victims is another 
matter. As students of pure morality and mercy they do not 
strike one as promising material. 


THE PROTEST DEMONSTRATION ‘ 


It is to be hoped that the forthcoming demonstration in the 
Albert Hall, on Thursday week (October 29), against Nazi 
atrocities will attract the large attendance that the occasion 
most assuredly warrants. That, indeed, is demanded, if for 
no other reasons, by the fact that the Archbishop of Canterbury 
will preside over the meeting and will be supported by other 
distinguished and representative speakers. An announcement 
has been made that reserved seats are available on application 
by the respective secretaries, for members of Synagogues and 
other Jewish organisations, but one is not aware whether 
facilities are being similarly offered to non-Jews. Yet the 
demonstration does, in fact, concern them at least as much 
as it does the Jewish Community. Though Jews were the first 
to suffer from the vile apotheosis of force and the abandonment 
of the moral code which Nazism stands for, they, were quickly 
joined by half Europe. To-day the cry of the Jew mingles with 
the groans of many a people who in those early years scarcely 
thought that the new and active anti-Semitism of the third 
Reich concerned them. To-day we all know better. And 
so this gathering at the Albert Hall, a natural, a human pro- 
test, cannot rightly be a sectional one. In it all creeds should, 
surely, ardently co-operate, in the spirit of the new movement 
for Jewish-Christian fellowship at whose head the Primate 
stands. It is hoped that full weight is being given to these 
considerations in responsible quarters. 


A JEWISH WIZARD 


THe revelation that Mr. Henry Kartser. the great American 
industrialist who produces ships for the Allies in the twinkling 
of an eye—or at any rate in ten days—is a Jew seems to have 
attracted little attention. That is, no doubt, only in accordance 
with the old-established order of things! But, seeing that the 
truth has been revealed, it is at least relevant to recall another 
American Jew, Mr. Albert Kahn, an architect, who is playing 
an almost equally important, if less sensational, part in the 
equipment of the Allies. Mr. Kahn, to name only one service, 
was the designer of the famous Willow Run aeroplane factory, 
the colossal Ford concern which covers 62 acres, and is the 
largest factory in the world under a single roof. Germany 
will doubly dislike these gentlemen's get-things-done methods, 
for the obvious reason; and also on the ground that they 
are an unpleasant reminder of the value of certain human 
material they have ruthlessly destroyed in their own land. But 
the Allies are well aware of the supreme value of ships. to 
keep the vital sea-lanes open. and of the swarms of aeroplanes 
from Willow Run that add to their air ascendancy. The thing 


that Allied peoples. perhaps even in America, do not, in the 
mass, know is that these two men who have done so much 
to bring about these modern miracles are Jews. Now i! a 
Jew is found in some discreditable undertaking ...!' We 


have the right to air these facts, if only to correct popular 
and dangerous error, Incidentally, seeing that Jews are making 
such immense contributions to the Allied war effort in solving 
two of the Allies’ toughest problems, might not the power be 
given them also to round off their efforts with a Jewish Army 
—-as a help towards the solution of the desperately serious 
man-power question? 


OUR BASIL 


Ir is a saying trite but not without truth that every Jew has 
his own Shulchan Aruch, This week we publish-—at generous 
length in view of the paper shortage—the latest and what must 
be admitted the most hilarious example. It has been pro- 
vided by that beloved figure in Anglo-Jewry, Mr. Basil Q. 
Henriques. The space devoted to his strange declaration ol 
faith—and war on every other kind of Judaism or Jewish 
philosophy but his own—is in no way intended to challenge the 
classic examples of non sequitur and contradiction in the tert 
books. Nor is it merely to add to the gaiety of the Gentiles who 
may leap with joy at the spectacle of St. Basil converting the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Chief Rabbi, and Dr. Weizmann. 
from the errors of their respective ways to his own seven pillars 
of wisdom. The interest and attractiveness of the speech as 
of the speaker lie in the tremendous sincerity of his feeling, 
however muddle-headedly he expresses it. God looks into the 
heart and judges thereby. even when the mouth is filled with 
sound and fury. And of the goodness of heart of “ our Basi! 
who will doubt? A lifetime of devoted service, of unselfishness, 
and love of his fellows freely bestowed is an eloquence so loud 
and compelling as to drown the most strident echoes o! his 
crackpot theology and indiscriminate polemic. Years devoted 
to the young have bestowed upon him something of eternal 
youth. Like Goldsmith’s gay grandsire “ skilled in gestic lore. 
he frisks beneath the weight of nigh three-score.’” How then 
be angry with his provocation, how solemnly take up his argue 
ment? Johnson has told us that “ it is not the duty of criticism 
to chase a schoolboy to his commonplaces.” This particular 
“schoolboy ” has won so warm a place in all hearts thal he 


could shout almost anything.

MR. WINANT ANALYSES 
RACIAL TACTICS 


“The Decay of Conscience ” 


Mr. John G. Winant, the American Ambassador 
made an impressive seh of the significance . of 
racial persecution as a symptom of social decay, 
in the first Montague Burton Lecture on Inter- 
national Affairs, which he delivered at the Leeds 
Town Hall last Friday. The honorary degree of 

L.D. was conferred on him by Leeds University. 

In the course of his address (writes a Jewisn 
CHRONICLE representative), Mr. Winant asked, ““Wh 
is it possible for the Axis powers to discredit wit 
their people normal humane conduct, to turn their 
backs on the common decencies that man has 
laboriously acquired through the centuries? 
Emphasising that this was largely duc to the modern 
decay of conscience, he said that when a grave 
injustice was done in France to a single Jewish 
soldier, on all sides there rose up leaders to 
defend him. In every country the Dreyfus case 
became a subject of debate and protest. Everyone 
understood that more was at stake iRan the life of 
one Jew; there was also at stake the rule of law 
and justice which the conscience of the times refused 


to see broken. 


In the years before this war, said Mr. Winant, 
Jews were hunted like animals in Hitler's Germany. 
They were persecuted bythe tens of thousands— 
while the watching work tried to pretend it was 
a “ domestic issue" within Germany. It was no 
more a domestic issue than bubonic rats in Luxem- 
bourg could be a purely domestic issue for the 
citizens of that occupied area. 

Cruelty’s Opportunity 


What was truce of our attitude towards minorities 
was also reflected in our indifference to the fate 
of other nations. This slow decay of conscience was 
taking place in a world of declining economic 
stability. It became especially prominent after the 
great depression. In this world of diminished hopes, 
of increasing nihilism, the Axis leaders found their 
chance to reintroduce the rule of pure force and 
cruel anarchy. 

The C hencellos of Leeds University (the Duke of 
Devonshire), describing the significance of Sir 
Montague Burton’ s work on behalf of the Univer- 
sity, said: “ He occupies a distinct place in our 
national life. We had the privilege this morning of 
visiting his great works and there saw something 
of the spirit. of the vision, enterprise, and great 
organising capacity of this industrial figure. We 
are very indebted to him for his munificent endow- 
ments to our seats of learning, and, in particular 
for his close participation in the Progress and 
development Of the Leeds University.” 

Earlier, Mr. Winant visited the clothing factory 
of Montague Burton Lid. Later, he was enter- 
tained to lunch in the Civic Hall by ‘the Lord Mayor 
of Leeds, Alderman Morris.

JEWS 


Relations With T-A.C. 


In his presidential report to the Council of 
Manchester and Salford Jews at its meeting on 
Sunday at Frankenburg House, Major E. C. Q. | “aa 
riques, J.P., said that the relations of the Council 
with the Manchester T.A.C. were of the friendliest 
character. He expressed appreciation to Mr. 
Hyman Weinberg and Councillor A. Moss (Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman of the T.A.C.) for their 
part in the negotiations between the T.A.C. and the 
Board of Deputies, which he believed would 
strengthen the T.A.C. as a national organisation. 

The discussions of the unification of Synagogues 
were continuing, said Major Henriques, and a 
drafting sub-committee had been appointed. Five 
members had- been appointed to represent the 
Council on the Manchester Information Committee 
of the Ministry of Information and this was proving 
a useful contact for the community. 

In a reference to the kasher poultry problem, 
the speaker said that the Shechita Board was still 
im negotiation with the Ministry of Food on the 
basis of a scheme submitted to the Ministry which 
provided for the tightening up of the regulations in 
connection with the whole problem of kasher 
poultry. Sir Robert Waley Cohen and Mr.R. Barrow- 
Sicree had been appointed to the National Com- 
mittee set up to deal with poultry. 

The President pointed to the need for a revival 
of the Jewish Girls’ Club. 

Mr. |. Gouldman expressed the dissatisfaction of 
Civil Defence workers because they had not 
received official leave for the Jewish Holy-days. 


The Rejected Refugee Totor 


Mr. H. Finklestone, speaking of the refusal of the 
Manchester City Council to ratify the appointment 
of a refugee tutor at a municipal school, regretted 
that neither the Communal Council nor any member 
of it had voiced the protest of the Jewish Com- 
munity. Councillor Moss pointed out that the con- 
troversy with regard to the appointment had been 
a “ German ™ issue and not a “ Jewish " one.

An inspiring example of inter-denommational 
co-operation was shown at the inaugural meeting 
of the Torbay Aid C wiee for Refugee Children, 
which was convened by Mf. S. Harris at the Palm 
Court Hotel to help the Women’s Appeal Com- 
mittee for Jewish Women and Children to send 
300 children from Hungary 
Palestine. 

The Mayoress of Torquay (Mrs. R. J. Bulleid), in 
accepting the Presidency of the Committee, gave 
a moving addfess im which she said, * Hitler wants 
to exterminate the Jews, as he wants to exterminate 
the English. It is up to us English people to help 


the Jews all we can, and especially when that devil 


—{ can call him by no other name—directs his 
evil efforts against children.” 

Among those who spoke wete clergy from St. 
John’s and St. Luke's Churches, from the Roman 
Catholic Church, the Free Church Council, the 
Unity Church, and the Synagogue. 

Miss Hanbridge, of the International Club, said 
that of the sums she had Already collected from 
club visitors, the first had been from a Jewish airman 
who had been badly wounded over Germany. 

Mr. Harris, who presided, said their aim was to 
raise £1,500 this year. He had received a cheque 
‘for £100 from a donor who wished to remain 
anonymous.

JEWISH ARMY DEMANDED 
IN GLASGOW 


Pleas for the recognition of the Jewish people's 
right to create an army to fight under their own 
banner were made by Lord Strabolgi and Sir 
Patrick Dollan at a meeting at the Lyric Theatre, 
Glasgow, last week. Many non-Jews attended the 
meeting, which’ was held under the auspices ol the 
Glasgow Zionist Organisation. Mr. Fred Nettler, 
J.P., presided. 

If the Nazis succeeded in conquering Palestine, 
said Lord Strabolgi, all the work of the Chalutzim 
and the pioneers’ would be ruthlessly destroyed. 
But that was not all. The British Army might be 
able to retreat. But there would be no retreat tor 
the Jews. They would be doomed. Every Jewish 
man, woman, and child would be exterminated. 

en what sort of mentality was it that was behind 
this refusal to allow the Jews to be armed, and so 
give them the right at least to dic fighting? 

It used to be said, declared Sir Patrick Dollan, 
that the Jews cannot fight, and now, when they 
want to fight, they are persecuted. Their real enemy 
was Hitler, and there would be no peace until he was 
crushed. 

Sir Patrick Dollan’s Tribute 


The record of Glasgew Jewry in the Services 
could not be bettered by any section of the Com- 
munity, said the speaker. Glasgow had always 
been tolerant towards the people of all races, 
creeds, and colours, and provided them with equal 
opportunity, and he expressed the hope that people 
would not be misled by the propaganda that was 
being spread about a few erring Jews 

The Jews were just as much entitled to their own 
Homeland as other people, and u they were fighting 
this war for the right of self-determination for 
peoples, then this must be accorded to the Jews, as 
well as to the Poles, Czechs, and others, added Sir 


Patrick. 
After the Rev. A. Baum and Mr. Nettler had 
addressed the mecting, a resolution was passed 


recogmising Jewry’s right to fight the Nazis as a 
named ally of the United Nations, fighting under 
the banner of the Shield of David, and urging H.M. 
Government to mobilise the Jewish man-power to 
the utmest in Palestine. 

Mrs. Archibald Silverman cabled: “ The United 
Nations need the Jewish Army. Our Palestine must 
be defended by Jews fighting as Jews.” 

Lord Strabolgi, speaking on the formation of a 
Jewish Army at a press conference, stressed the 
point that when the mining and agricultural indus- 
tries were complaining about the shortage of men 
as a result of the call-up, the offer of tens of thou- 
sands of Jewish fighting men had been refused. 


ZIONIST POLICY CRITICISED 


Vigorous criticism of the policy and methods of 
the Zionist Organisation were made at a meeting 
of the New Zionist Organisation at Glasgow last 
Sunday, 

Declaring that the main aim and purpose of 
Zionism was not the collecting of funds, Mr. A. 
Abrahams said there was no justification at present 
to raise a single penny for land in Palestine. There 
was a time for everything, and the N.Z.O. were of 
the opinion that the .money. now being collected 
should be used for conducting propaganda and 
political work in Europe, Britain, and America in 
order to prepare the Governments of the world 
and to stir up public opinion to support their 
demands at the Peace Conference. 

Describing the policy of the Zionist Organisation 
in going round the country making appeals for funds 
as “a fetish,” the speaker said that this was an attempt 
to get away from the things that really mattered. 
The Rev. Dr. Maclean, for example, was being 
persuaded into going round the country appealing 
for funds when he ought to be persuaded to devote 
his great gifts to leading a campaign to waken up 
the Churches and the Christian world to the impor- 
tance of Zionism. What they wanted was free 
immigration into Palestine and the building up of 
the Jewish State—not collecting boxes. 

Discussing the propaganda methods of the Zionist 
Organisation, Mr. Abrahams said _ that, unlor- 
tunately, this had been a failure in Britain. Few 
people in this country knew anything about the 
achievements of the Jewish people in Palestine, nor 
did they know of the plight of the Jews in Europe 
to-day It was essential that they conduct a pro- 
paganda Campaign among non-Jews. 

Replying to a question as to whether the World 
Jewish Congress was not the proper body to look 
after the Jewish claims at the Peace Conference, 
Mr. Abrahams said that in the first place that Con- 
gress did not represent the world, and, in the second, 
was not a congress. It was, he said, mercly a 
branch of the Jewish Agency. 

It was decided to revive the Glasgow branch of 
the N.Z.O., and arrangements are to be made to 
hold a membership campaign. Dr. Ribenfeldt 
presided at the meeting. - 


HIGHER EDUCATION CENTRE 


A Higher Education Centre for students of both 
sexes over the age of thirteen was opened in the 
premjses of the Glasgow Talmud Torah last Sunday. 

The. classes were formally inaugurated by Pro- 
fessor Noah Morris, and Dr. Friedlander, 
Director of Jewish Education for Glasgow, out- 
lined the curriculum. Mr. L. Daets, J.P., President 
of the Board, who was in the chair, and Messrs. B. 
Glasser and H., Finestone also spoke. 

The number of pupils who have enrolled for the 
classes is forty, and there are still vacancies in all 
subjects. Classes are held in Jewish Religion and 
Ethics, Bible Study and Rashi, Rabbinics, Modern 
Hebrew and Hebrew Grammar, and Jewish History. 


SOUTH SHIELDS MINISTER AS 
LECTURER TO FORCES 

The Rev. M. A. Landau, minister of the South 
Shields Congregation, has been appointed a 
lecturer to H.M. Forces in the North-East area by 
the North Eastern Regional Committee for Educa- 
tion in H.M. Forces. He lectures on Jewish, 
Zionist, historical, and sociological subjects. 


Mr. Landau has also been appointed a speaker 
for the Ministry of Information.

Manchester Communal and Masonic

Mr. Philip Lazarus, whose death &t the age of 
80 was announced briefly last week, gave his services 
over a long period of years to the Manchester Jewish 

Board of Guardians and 
the Great Synagogue, and 
in Masonic circles. He was 
formerly a magistrate for 
the City of Manchester and 
was a member. of the 
old Municipal Board of 
Guardians. 

On his 80th birthday in 
April of this year, Mr. 
Lazarus was presented by the 
Jewish Board of Guardians 
“with his portrait and was 
elected President. He was 
elected a member of the 
Board in 1910, Chairman 
of the Aid Commitice in 
1917, Vice-President, 1930, 
Life Vice-President, 1937, and Trustee in 1938. He 
was Treasurer of the Great Synagogue over thirty 
years ago, Vice-President in 1933-6: and President 
m 1936-40. 

Mr. Lazarus was one of the most prominent. 
Masons in the North of England. He was an officer 
of the Grand Lodge of England, held the grand 
rank of Assistant Director of Ceremonies, and was 
a Past Provincial Grand Warden, Past Provincial 
—— Scribe Nehemiah, and Past Grand Standard 

earer.

MR. LAWRENCE COWEN 


Fhe death has occurred. at the age of 77, of the 
author and playwright, Mr. Lawrence Cowen. 

Lawrence Cowen, who was born at Hull, was the 
son of the late Rev. E. Cohen. In his carly years he 
entered yournalism under the aegis of Israel Zang- 
will, Between 1895 and 1900 he founded and edited 
the journals Commerce and Finance. He stood, 
as a Liberal, for Parhament, unsuccessfully. 

Mr. Cowen’s first play, “ The World, the Flesh, 
and Devil,” was produced in 1909 at the Pavilion 
Theatre, Whitechapel. of which he was lessee from 
1907 to 1911. Among other plays were “* Looking 
tor Trouble.” “ The Joneses,” and “ The Hidden 
Hand.” “ The Pity of It” and * Tricked ” led to 
a controversy m 1911-12, for they were relused a 
heence by the Lord Chamberlain (kar! Spencer). 
In 1913 they were licensed by the succeeding Lord 
Chamberlain (Viscount Sandhurst). Mr. Cowen 
built the Fortune Theatre, Drury Lane, which was 
opened in 1924 with his play “ The Sinners.” Mr. 
Cowen married Baroness’ Hélene Gingold, in 
collaboration with whom some of the plays were 
written, 


MR. GEORGE HEILBUTH 


The death occurred recently of Mr. George Henry 
Heilbuth. one of the representatives of Walbrook 
on the Court of Common Council, London, since 

Mr. Heilbuth served as Mayor of Westminster in 
1926. when he was Chairman of the Metropolitan 
Mayors’ Association.

THE LATE MR. AKIVA BRODETSKY 


Mr. Akiva Brodetsky, whose death at the age of 
78 was briefly announced last weck, was born near 
Uman in the Ukraine and came to England in 1892. 
He was a keen student of the Talmud and also of 
scientific subjects, taking a particular interest im 
mathematics and astronomy. 

Mr. Brodetsky was one of the early workers in 
London in the cause of Zionism, and took a great 
interest in Hebrew education. In 1882 he married 
Ada Prober. of Olviopol, who predeceased him. 
Of their children, four*sons and four daughters 
survive them. 

Mr. Joseph Porton, in the course of a tribute, writes: I 
remember on one occasion when Akiva Brodetsky was 
asked: “Are you the father of Sclig Brodetsky?"" He 
smilingly retorted: “* No! he is my son.” Akiva Brodetsky 
was a Talmudist of Rabbinical attainments, a gercat Hebrew 
scholar. and mathematician of no mean order.

Saadya Gaon

Scriptures for Arabic-speaking Jews was recognised 
by Saadya, who in the introduction to his “Emunot” 
tells how he found his people with uncertain beliefs 
and confused ideas perishing in a sea of. doubt and 
overwhelmed by waves of confusion. He felt it was 
his duty to assist them and guide them aright. 

His translations were in their way commentaries. 
His aim was to make the Hebrew text so clear in the 
translation that the reader would be left in no doubt 
as to its Meaning. It is not without reason that he 
called his translation of the Bible “ explanation.” 
“In assessing the value of Saadya’s work as trans- 
lator,” said the speaker, “ we must remembe? that 
to him and for his purpose a translation must be 
an interpretation, Where the meaning of the 
original is plain, a literal translation is sufficient; 
where the meaning is obscure, the translator must 
supply the translation and guidance.” 

In the great galaxy of the Jewish scholar expo- 
nents of the Bible, concluded Dr. Roberison, there 
was probably none other whose influence had been 
so widespread, so deep, and so abiding. 

Dr. Rawidowicz said Saadya’s system of thought, 
the first of its kind in Israel, was born out of the 
great inner Jewish crisis in the 9th and 10th cen- 
turies, while it was also encouraged by the rebirth 
of great wisdom and the rise of the Islamic 
Philosophy. The lecturer analysed the clements of 
tradition in Saadya’s philosophy as well as the new 
and pioneering turn inaugurated by his system, 
his rationalistice tendency, and his establishing of 
the compatibility of reason and revelation. 


Important Source of Early Philosophy 


After the description of Saadya’s philosophical 
chef dauvre, “ Emunot Ve-Deot,” as one of the 
important sources for the presentation not only of 
early Jewish philosophy, but also of Arab philos- 
ophy, the speaker gave a survey of the main problem 
of Saadya’s system, with special reference to his 
concept of God. Of equal importance, he said, 
were his ethics and philosophical anthropology, 
which had influenced subsequent Jewish thinkers. 
The way Saadya combined a universalist outlook 

th a traditional and political Jewish Messianism 
was especially clabgrated. 

In Saadya, concluded Dr. Rawidowicz, “ the 
Jewish mind makes its first steps to emancipation 
and builds the first philosophical. bridge between 
Isracl and the nations, between Judaism and 
Hellenism. Jewry could well take pride in that it 
had produced athousand years ago a scholar of so 
catholic a character.” 

Professor 1. W. Manson, in expressing thanks to 
the lecturers, said: ‘“ The fundamental principles 
of Judaism are the things by which you and I stand 
or fall. One of the imperishable glories of Isracl 
iS thay they have not ceased to produce men and 
women who have lived by the great principics of 
Judaism.” 

Mr. Norman M. Jacobs said that under the 
editorship of Dr. Rosenthal a volume of studies 
dealing with Saadya’s literary work is being pub- 
lished by the Manchester University Press. The 
volume will contain 14 essays by eminent scholars 
and a foreword by the Chief Rabbi.

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PROGRESSIVE JUDAISM’S 
PROSPECTS 


Mr. Henriques Hits Out All Round 


“EVERYBODY'S OUT OF STEP 
__ BUT ME!” 


“ How tragic it is when we realise to-day how 
many people look upon a Synagogue merely as a 
burjal society and a place in which to get married. 
We have got to change that,” said Mr. Basil Q. 
Henriques, J.P., at a conference convened by the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism on “ The 
Prospects of Progressive Judaism After the War.” 
It was held on Sunday at the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue, St. John’s Wood Road. 

Rabbi Dr. Isracl Mattuck, who presided, said that the cx- 
perience through which they had all passed, and the additional 
experience through which some of them had passed, was 
bound to raise questions about the thought, teaching, and 
outlook of Progressive Judaism that would demand an 
answer. 

Mr. Basil Henriques said that large numbers of people 
who dared to call themscives Jews were cither nationalists 
without any thought of God at all. or else: traditionalists 
who carried out their outward ceremonial without any faith 
in the fundamental truths, of which these outward ccre- 
monials formed but a fence. He would be the last to say 
that there should not be established in Palestine a spiritual 
centre. But he thought that those who to-day were clamour- 
ing for the establishment of a political Jewish Staje and a 
Jewish Army—an army which probably had no padres and 
consisted of men who probably came chiefly from among 
that class of traditional, non-belicving Jews—this was the 
greatest*act of traitorism to their people and, above all, to 
their God. 

These traditionalists were, he thought, the ercatest danecr 
in their midst, because they thought that they were carrying 
on Judaism. They thought that they had got some precious 
heritage which they were passing on from one egcneration 
to another, whereas they were carrying an empty coffin 

Could they believe, asked Mr. Henriques. that the future 
lay with the Orthodox Jews? He himself did not think that 
it could. He did not believe that after the war those who 
had expericnced all the new things which they had icarned 
when they had come out of the ghetto and had mixed with 
the outside world, were ever going to go back into the same 
belicfs and the same traditional ceremonics that they had 
learned in their childhood. 

But, nevertheicss, he would say that the world would be 
the poorer without this small section of Orthodox Jews— 
those who believed really and truly in the divinity of the 
Law, those whose passion for God had throughout the aecs 
mot been cxcelled: those who in every action brought the 
teaching and the spirit of God into their lives. Therefore. 
it was his hope that there would always be a group of 
Orthodox Jews into whom Progressive Jewish thought might 

and from whom Progressive Jews might always be 
refreshed. Coming. he said. to their own Community of 
Proercssivc Jews, Mr. Henriques said hé believed that their 
future lay in emphasising seven aspects of their religion. 


Seven Pillars of Wisdom! 


The first, that they were missionaries to the outside world 
as well as to Jews. He was tired of all this talk of “ the 
Christian world,.”’ when really and truly the ethic was com- 
pictely Jewish. They had g0t to go out to convert Christians 
to the religion of Jesus, which was Judaism. to convert not 
for the salvation of their own souls. as Christians would 
convert Jews. but to “convert them because they belicved 
they had Divine truth. They had to go out to the Jews to 
convert them from those two great evil doctrines of Jewish 
nationalism and empty Jewish traditionalism. ‘ 

After dealing with the third purpose of Progressive 
Judaism, which. he said, was feligious ecducation. Mr. 
Henriques said the fourth point to be emphasised was that of 
the Jewish home. He thought that they had not emphasised 
anything like enough what he looked upon as the key-note 
of what had kept Judaism alive throughout the ages. and 
that was the Friday cvening Jewish Sabbath in the home. 
Friday evening in the home was the thing which Progressive 
Jews had got to proclaim with all their might and main. 


Fifthly, they had to change the position of the Synagoguc 
and the attitude of the Jew towards the Synagogue. 

It was here that Mr. Henriques made the statement quoted 
at the beginning Mr. Henriques made it clear that he was a 
strong belicver in communal worship. But he belicved that 
the day of the Church and Synagogue. as they now existed, 
was doomed. He belicved that they had to recreate what 
was the original Church and Synagoguc, and that was a 
fcllowship. 

Sixthly, they had got to remember that the ethical mono- 
theism for which they stood was conceived in the Com- 
munity, and therefore the Community must be enshrined in 
a frame and not a fence, a frame which shall give forth 
the way of Judaism. They had got to give the Day of 
Atonement, the New Year. Tabernacics, Passover, and 
Pentecost a new life. a new body, and a new meaning. 

Lastly, Mr. Henriques declared that cqually with the 
Orthodox, they of the Progressive Movement had got to 
shout from the house-tops that there shall be no Assimilation. 
Socially, let them be one with their ncighbours. But, 
religiously, let them stand proudly apart. Let them decry 
against any form of inter-marriagc. There could not be a 
tiny scrap of religious assimilation between them and their 
neighbours until the day came—and he believed that would 
come—when “* the whole carth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord as the waters cover the sca.”

Rabbi H. Reinhart declared that to believe in the future 
of Judaism meant as Mr. Henriques had said, to belicve in 
the future of ethical monotheism as developed in Jewish 
tradition, and he supposed it also meant the belicf in what 
they were rather acciistomed to call the Divinity of the 
Torah, the belief in the authentic value of their tradition. 

The Hon. Lily Montagu, J].P., said that she hoped that 
the World Union would have something to say at the Peace 
Conference when it came. 

Dr. Mattuck said that there was a time when Liberal 
Jews feck that one could not be a Liberal Jew and a Zionist. 
That time had gone long ago.

The four men are Sergeant Caplan (No. 6426), 
Sergeant Itzhak Ben-Yacob (No. 6522), W.O.II. I. 
Zmudziak (No. 6521), and Jehuda Soha (Na. 4841). 
Ben-Yacob and Zmudziak are brothers. It is pre- 
sumed that the four soldiers, who are all Palestin- 
jans, were captured in Greece or Crete. 

All four were formerly pupils and then, after 
qualifying, Hon. Instructors of the Zebulun Sea- 
faring Socicty in Tel-Aviv: Ben-Jacob held a 
responsible post in Tel-Aviv Harbour. It was 
because of this connection with the Zebulun Society 
that they sent this picture to Mrs. Diamond, who, 
by reason of her 12 years’ work for their school, 
they affectionately term “* the Mother of Zebulun.” 
Warrant Officer Zmudziak, in a letter accompanying 
the photograph, says they are in good health and 
“ always keeping our chins up.”

Sir,—In view of the many rumours that have been 
spread in regard to the kashrut of tinned salmon, I 
should like to draw your readers’ attention to the 
following assurance which I have received from the 
Ministry of Food: “In reply to your inquiry 
regarding the type of salmon which is used for 
canning, we have to inform you that the fish used 
for this purpose, whether it be Grade 1, 2, or 3, comes 
from Alaska, Canada, or the Columbia River, and is 
usually caught in the river estuaries. Salmon, 
technically known as Oncorhynus, is a fish with fins 
and scales. The variety of fish which are known 
as ‘Rock Salmon’ are not used in the packing 
of *‘ Canned Salmon.’ ”’ 

Rock Salmon is a term usually employed to denote 
a fish which i@trefa.

ANY years ago there lived in Persia a ruler 
who hated the Jews and tried by every means 
in his power to get rid of them. They were 

persecuted with great cruelty, some were killed and 
many were imprisoned, for the King had been told 
that a Prince of the House of David would come and 
take his place as monarch.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


~The First Vineyard 


“And Noah the husbandman began, and 
planted a vineyard.’ —Genesis ix., 20. 


was after the flood. The earth had become 

dry and was ready to be tlled by the hand of 

man. On leaving the Ark, Noah was drawn to 
the soil, and he became a husbandman. He began 
by planting a vineyard. This survivor of the flood 
may have cherished the prospect of being stimu- 
lated by the frutt of the vine to new activity, which 
would enable him to overcome the desolation 
wrought by elements of nature. But Noah only 
succeeded in creating a new danger for himself, and 
he had not the strength to overcome it. Lack of 
self-control may place a man in greater peril than 
the surging waters of a flood. Living for a con- 
siderable time in the isolation of the Ark gave Noah 
no opportunity to learn the art of self-control. So 
“he drank of the wine, and was drunken.” The 
loss of his human dignity followed, with baneful 
consequences. 

Our ancient teachers did not hesitate to point to 
the significant lesson which could be derived from 
the story of Noah's self-indulgence. Planting a 
vineyard is quite a laudable enterprise in itself, 
Enjoying the fruit of the vine is not ly legitimate 
but may be regarded as a blessing. The blessing, 
however, may be turned into a curse for him who 
is unable to exercise self-control. Lack of modera- 
fion in the enjoyment of any earthly pleasure 
involves the loss of human dignity, the most 
gricvous loss that man can sustain. Just as Noah, 
according to our Sages, “ made himsclf profane, 
and degraded himself " by his lack of moderation, 
so will every man degrade himself, and will lose the 
respect even of his own children if he does not 
exercise sclf-restraint in the gratification of his 
physical desires and passions. 


JEWS throughout the ages have paid serious atten- 
tion to this warning. Our early ancestors did 
not hesitate to plant vineyards on their own soil and 
to enjoy their fruit. Now and again they uttered 
words of condemnation against those who overstep 
the mark, those who “reel through wine, and 
siagecr through strong drink.” They placed 
restrictions on those in responsible positions, on 
judges, teachers, and on all who administer the 
aw. in regard to the degree of self-indulgence per- 
mitied to them when they are about to exercise 
their sacred functions. But there was never any 
meed for a campaign among the masses of our 
people against drunkenness, or against any other 
abuse of the gifts of nature involving the loss of 
human dignity. There was always a line drawn 
between sclf-restraint and complete self-denial. 
The vast majority of our Sages were just as ready to 
condemn total abstention and asceticism as they 
condemned over-indulgence and __licentiousness. 
This attitude of our religious leaders has been a 
constant source of strength to our people. 

There is no need to speculate whether this power 
of self-control, which has helped us so greatly in 
our struggle for survival, is a quality, or virtue, 
innate in the Jewish race, or whether it has been 
acquired as a result of our experience durimg the 
Many centuries that we have spent in seclusion in a 
hostile environment. But’ it is obvious that a 
people ‘that has submitted throughout the ages to 
the control of the Divine Law, and has practised 
constant self-restraint in™ obedience to the postu- 
lates of the Torah, which are intended.to regulate 
the whole of man’s life, has an advantage over 
those who recognise no such binding authority, and 
sec no connection between religious experience and 
the observance of dietary laws, and similar rules, 
affecting one’s daily life. If it is remembered also 
that it was in obedience to the same Divine Law 
that the Jew was able to rejoice on festive days and 
to experience the kind of inward exultation which 
iS spontaneous, and necds no external stimu!es 
through the physical senses, then the ease with which 
the Jew was able to preserve and assert his human 
dignity in the presence of temptation becomes all 
the more intelligible and appears all the more 
Natural. But it also becomes apparent that when- 
ever the Jew loses his sense of loyalty to his people's 
teaching and way of living, his power of self- 
festraint diminishes, and he may just as readily 
become a victim of self-indulgence and its bancful 
Consequences as his weakest non-Jewish neighbour. 


TF, therefore, we were asked to find a way of 
remedying the evil which so many religious 
leaders in this country are constantly deploring and 
endeavouring to combat, we would be bound to say 
that the prospect of success depends not on the 
efforts to remove temptation, or on _ labelling 
“ poison ” the thing that tempts, but on the educa- 
tional activity that strengthens self-control and 
enhances the consciousness of human dignity in 
those exposed to temptation. If spiritual and moral 
teaching is to achieve any result in preventing 
human self-degradation, it must train the human 
mind to face temptation and overcome it. Daily 
Practice in self-discipline and self-restraint, by ready 
Submission to the will of the Divine Lawgiver, is 
an essential condition for good living. And when 
ee living has become a habit, self-degradation 
somes exceedingly rare. Isolation in a sheltered 
Place, in a kind of “* Noah's Ark,” where tempta- 
tion is not to be found and the gifts of nature are 
not to be seen, is no preparation for an active life, 
and it can offer no protection against abuse and 
Corruption in a free world. 

n planting the first vineyard, Noah rendered a 
Service to his offspring, even though he lacked Self- 
control in its enjoyment. Later generations pro- 
duced men able to make use of nature's bounty, as 
a Divine gift, in the way desired by the Creator and 

Weiver. The experience of the ages has con- 
firmed the lessons they taught us. When the world 
of to-day has recovered from the devastating effect 
of the surging flood that has overwhelmed it, vine- 
yards will be planted again, and all will be expected 
to share in the enjoyment of the fruit thereof with 
restraint, dignity, and submission to the will of 

od. Our people also will then be granted its 
portion, amd will rejoice in God's gifts, as the 
rophet Amos foretold! “And I will turn the 
Captivity of my people Israel, and they shall build 
waste cities, and inhabit them; and they shall 
Plant vineyards, and drink the wine thereof: they 
shall also make gardens, and eat the fruit of them.”

JEWISH CENTRE FOR THE FORCES 


I am merely one of the many girls who. when asked to do 
s©, volunteered to help in canteen work, etc. As the W.V.S. 
and N.A.A.F.1. canteens scem to require a large number of 
people, I felt quite sure that a Jewish centre. catering, as it 
would, for the so many Service men Passing through 
London, would need all the helpers it could get. With this 
in mind I volunteered. The premises at Woburn House 
were, to begin with, most inadequate, and this was the 
excuse given for not using the number of people that 
volunteered. But no progress has been made in these many 
months: so to date my services have been required on only 
two occasions: on the opening function, when a 2s. 6d. 
membership was required (badges to follow—which were never 
received), on the other occasion we were required to Pay 
Is. for the privilege of helping at one of the dances. I know 
that there are Jewish people who, given the opportunity, 
could, and would, run this thing successfilily. The present 
Orgamsation is incapable and not representative. If there 
is nO member of our Community in London who has the 
means to provide the men with a large cnough house. would 
it not be better to run the Centre on lines similar to those 
adopted by the W.V.S.: namely. divide into districts and 
have a number of small Centres? —Barsara Levy, 1. Grove 
Road, East Molesey, Surrey. 


T read Lieut. Hammerson’s letter with considerable interest. 
The establishment of a large-scale Centre, such as he 
envisages, would be a great boon to Jewish members of the 
Forces, English and Allied: and. in the meantime, the work 
the Y oung Israel Societies is doing and the welcome afforded 
to Service personnel at all their mectings is very much appre- 
ciated Nevertheless, as Licut. Hammerson’s letter may 
cause an inaccurate impression regarding the work of the 
Centre at Woburn House, I should like, as a member of 
the Forces, to pay a tribute to the hard work and encrey of 
the lady organisers and helpers, who give up so much of 
their free time to this voluntary work. To mention some of 
their activities, there is a function every Sunday from 3 to 
7 p.m., generally a dance, at which tea (which is important) 
and partners (which is more important!) are provided. 
During the week the Centre is open from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m 
daily, and during a half-hour visit I paid one afternoon last 
week, information, woollen comforts, tickets for dances and 
theatres, and addresses of people offcring private hospitality 
(together with a constant supply of tea and biscuits) were 
supplied. all free, to those callers who wanted them. Further- 
more, | happen to know that the Centre arranged hospitality 
(meals and siceping) in private houses over the4High Festivals 
for several hundreds of Service men and women. who. less 
fortunate than were unable to go home.—Corporat 
Preepman, RAF 


THE ALICE MODEL NURSERY 


Ihe Alice Model Nurscry. originally the Jewish Day 
Nursery, was the first Jewish institution of this kind and was 
established in 1896 under the auspices of the late David 
Mocatta and Sir Isidore Spiciman in Stepney. Three genera- 
tions of Jewish infants have benefited by the foresight of 
these philanthropists. The devotion of the late Nurse Sophic 
and of the present Matron, Miss Miriam Davis, have 
endeared the Nursery to three generations of mothers, whom 
they have helped to educate, as well as the children. With 
the outbreak of war, in September, 1939, the L.C.C. 
evacuated the Stepney Nursery to Block 7, Hutton Residential 
School, Hutton, near Brentwood, Essex. as a residential 
nursery All the consequent problems and war-time 
difficulties were bravely faced. At Hutton there are now 
between 20 and 30 litth Jewish children between the ages 
of two and five years. The Committee, of which Mrs. H. B. 
Rantzen is Hon. Secretary and Mrs. Edward Miller Treasurer, 
needs, more than cver, the support of our Community, and 
such tokens of goodwill as toys and clothing for the children; 
books. gramophone records, and games for the staff; and a 
visit from anyone living within reach to encourage and 
cheer the matron The Stepney Jewish Nursery is not 
extinct. but only translated for the duration of the war to 
the Hutton Residential School, Hutton, Essex. —Mes ALIct 
Mopet (Chairman), 33, Belsize Park, N.W 3.

AN INTERNATIONAL SCOURGE 


Mr. Joha G. Winant, U.S. Ambassador to Britain, after 
receiving the honorary deeree of Doctor of Laws at Leeds 
University last Friday, said: “* The Jewish persecution in 
Germany was no more a domestic issue than bubonic rats 
in Luxembourg could be a purely domestic issue for the 
citizens of that occupied areca."" What a pity the democ- 
racies did not realise this carlicr' But, at last, anti-Scmitism 
has been diagnosed for what it really is—a dread disease 
which. as we saw after the advent of Nazism in Germany, 
can spread like an epidemic from one nation to all. It is a 
contagion corrupting the whole foundation of international 
morality and brotherhood. Because of it we can no more 
regard conditions likely to produce pogrom fever as outside 
the territory of national, ‘and, if. necessary, international, 
control than we can sanitary conditions that may produce 
a plaguc. “We do not allow householders to live in con- 
ditions which are likely to bring disease to their neighbours. 
We bring’ the organised power of the community, in the 
shape of the Medical Officer of Health and the Sanitary 
Inspector, to bear upon them in order to defend the com- 
munity against the consequence of uncontrolled private 
activity in germ breeding. It has become clear that, in the 
interests of moral and political heakh, nations must defend 
themselves no less vigorously against uncontrolled private 
activity in pogrom breeding.—-THue Rev. Dr. Aron COHEN, 
Laburnum House, Tredegar, Mon. 


LEWISOHN AND JUDAISM 


The publication of Ludwig Lewisohn’s “ Renegade,”’ 
reviewed in your columns by Dr. Roth, prompts me to pay 
tribute to that author’s autobiographical *‘* Mid-Channel ”’ 
(1929). Candid and rigidly self-searching, Lewisohn con- 
fesses that success in journalism and a distinguished friend- 
ship did not make him happy. He lacked “a principle of 
coherence,”’ which would give him a sense of purpose in 
life and would link him with the universal and the ultimate. 
His soul rebelled against the fleeting and superficial satis- 
factions of post-war American society. He found satisfac- 
tion eventually in Judaism; and at a later age than is usual 
began the study of Hebrew literature, including Talmud. 
He obtained peace when his innate yearning for reconcilia- 
tion with his Jewish origin was fulfilled. Contrasted with 
the incipient pathos with which he describes his bewilder- 
ment and despair, how vigorous and triumphant are his 
words: * 1 am but one other of that very great company of 
Jews who in various ways and in many ages have felt the 
necessity that Israel should live and not die, and who felt 
unanswerably that their best contribution to al! mankind 
was their functioning through Israel.""—J. Macoon, 16, 
Hyde Park, King Cross, Halifax.

There has been rather a lot of speculation, I hear, 
on the paragraph in this column last week referring 
to the story in the American magazine Time about 
Mr. Hore-Belisha and his reported stay in a 
monastery. The speculation can, however, bé set 
at rest, for in a chat with a JewisH CHRONICLE 
reporter on Monday, when he spoke at the Federa- 
tion of Czechoslovak Jews’ * Lidice * meeting at the 
Dorchester, Mr. Hore-Belisha emphatically denied 
the rumour that he was about to leave the Jewish 
Faith in order to embrace Roman Catholicism. 
“ He assured me,” says our reporter, “ that he 
hadn't the slightest intention of taking such a step, 
and when I asked how it came about that such a 
rumour had gained currency, he replied with a smile 
that it was merely one of those rumours which are 
spread about a particular personality and which 
turn out to be without a shred of foundation.” It 
is so rarely that Mr. Hore-Belisha speaks at a 
Jewish meeting, by the way (goes on the reporter), 
that everybody was on tip-toe to hear him. They 
were not disappointed,

YIDDISH BROADCASTS 


Broadcasts in Yiddish are on the increase, not 
from the B.B.C., but from the U.S.S.R. There are 
now three regularly each week from Kuibyshev, 
radiated under the auspices of the Jewish Anti- 
Fascist Committee. They give news of what Jews 
everywhere are doing to assist Soviet Jewry and 
the Red Army in the common struggle against 
Nazism. There is a regular Saturday evening 
broadcast to this country; and there are afternoon 
broadcasts on Tuesdays and Saturdays to the 
U.S.A. (1 am afraid, however, that Sabbath after- 
noon broadcasts are not likely to appeal to the 
Orthodox!) On recent occasions I have heard 
greetings to Soviet Jewry from the Jewish Kehilla 
of Johannesburg and the Stat of Victoria, Aus- 
tralia: Arnold Zweig speaking from Haifa on the 
support that the Jews of Palestine are giving to the 
Red Army; and.the announcement that the Victory 
League for Russia in Palestine is preparing an 
exhibition dealing with the achievements of the 
Soviet Union. I have also heard many notabilities, 
including that great war journalist, Ilya Ehrenburg. 
Recently Ehrenburg said: 

“I myself grew up ‘in a Russian city. Russian is my 
mative language and | am a Russian writer. Like every 
Russian. | am now defending my native land, but the Nazis 
have brought to my mind another thing: my mother’s name 
was Hannah, | am a Jew and I am proud of the fact.”

“OBJECTIVE” ANTHOLOGY 


Avursau Reconstruction of New York, the 
foremost refugee paper in the U.S.A., draws atten- 
tion in a recent number to the appearance of a 
volume published by Methuen and Co., of London, 
entitled *“‘ An Anthology of German Poetry, 1889- 
1940," compiled by Mr. Jethro Bithell, a former 
Lecturer in the University of London. Examples 
from the works of the famous German poets of the 
period are given in the book, and then comes a poem 
entitled “* Das Grdésste.” Opinions may differ on 
what constitutes good poetry, and, equally, opinions 
may differ on what constitutes an “ objective ” 
anthology. But Das Grdsste happens to be 
piece of commonplace hero-worship of Hitler by 
his youthful and infamous disciple. Baldur von 
Schirach—and I refuse to believe that anything 
connected with either of those two notorious bar- 
barians can be expressed in the terms “ good " or 
* objective.”

A N urgent appeal has been made to the women 


of this country to join the Auxiliary Forces 

and thus release men for front-line duties. And 

when General Sir Ronald Adam, Adjutant- 
General of the Forces, broadcast to the nation, he 
was able to cite one glowing instance of a women's 
unit in a war zone of the first magmtude. 

Why did he single out the Palestinian A.T.S. for 
special mention? Once again, an achievement of 
that littl country, fringing the castern shores of the 
fiercely combated Mediterranean, has been thrown 
into bold relief by the importance of tts spiritual 
message. For the P.A.T.S. are something more than 
just one contingent of the A.T.S. They are an 
inspiration for women all through the United 


Nations, 
The British A.T.S. officers who went out to 
Palestine to ‘organise the P.A.T.S. found there 


material which was exceptional—women who had 
no need to learn for the first time hard outdoor 
Army work, the communal life of the Forces, nor 
the need for facing danger with coolness, courage, 
and resource. The P.A.T.S. were recruited from 
women who for the last quarter of a century had 
enthusiastically trained themselves in all these things 
in the settlements and schools of the Yishuv. 

They were women who had shared equally with 
the men pioneers the blood, toil, and sweat of 
rebuilding their ancient Homeland, often under 
enemy fire. They had learnt to work in the heat 
of the day. to use firearms, and to practise a self- 
discipline in the guarding of their precious land 
from the marauding bandits, that excited the admira- 
tion of the world long before this war began. They 
were, in fact, soldiers; veteran troops, tested and 
steeled in battles in which they fought hitherto with 
heavy odds against them, 


No wonder that since their arrival at their

desert posts they, have consistently 
earned for themselves such” comments 
from officers and N.C.O.s of the various 
Ordnance Depots to which they have been 
attached as “highly intelligent" and 
“extremely capable.” Or that their 
fame has travelled far and wide and has 
reached Whitehall and the ears of the 
Adjutant-General. From every official 
source comes the same verdict on their 
performance and the fervently expressed 
hope that the vanguard now working in 
the desert will soon be followed by thoy- 
sands more from Palestine, who will! thus 
free men for combatant service. 

At one Ordnance Depot a Colonel proudly shows 
a visitor the P.A.T.S. handling the “ flow.” which 
means driving heavy vehicles round the huge depot, 
through the various inspections, equipping and 
greasing the lorries for their final issue. This is 
the sort of job for which Palestinian Jewish women 
have trained themselves and have been trained by 
the institutions of the Wizo. 


Mutual Respect 


A mutual respect and admiration between the 
English officers and the Palestinian recruits tias been 
a feature of the P.A.T.S. The P.A.T-.S. have from four 
to six weeks’ training in Palestine and then proceed 
to war stations. Already many of their officers and 
N.C.O.s have been promoted trom their own ranks. 
They begin their day with drill in the charge of a 
man sergeant, whose standards in this direction, 
high as they are, are fully satisfied in his recruits. In 
their spare time the P.A.T.S. maintain also a high 
standard of cultural life. Palestinian songs and 
the “Hora” dance are features of Army life “up the 
bluey,”’ and the kindling of the Sabbath lights has 
become such an attractive feature of the P.A.T.S 
camp that the non-Jewish officers have asked if 
they could, and have been cordially invited to, attend. 

The general attitude may be summed up in the 
words of a recent recruit, a former President of the 
Wizo group at Rishon-le-Zion: * You, see, there 
has never been such a terrible period in Jewish 
history. Hitler has poisoned the minds of a whole 
generation . . . therefore this must be a holy war. 
Passive endurance will never get us anywhere. There 
is only one thing which will tip the balance in our 
favour, and that ts the number of our volunteers.” 
That's the stuff that Palestinian women are going to 
give the world. 7

JEWISH “DEATH SQUADS” 
Commando Raids in Eritrea 


Details are now being disclosed (writes our Jeru- 
salem correspondent), of the gallant action of 
specially trained Palestinian Jewish Commando 
troops in the Eritrean and Abyssinian campaigns ot 
1941. 


On one occasion a small unit ordered to clear a 
peak near Keren found their Bren-gun muzzies 
white-hot owing to the non-stop firing of fifteen 
magazinefuls of ammunition. Nothing daunted, 
these men emptied the last remaining precious drops 
of water from their scanty supply to cool the gun 
muzzies, carrying on untik they captured the peak 
without casualues to themselves. 

— One night a small unit attacked an Italian outpost, 
which they captured. An enemy communiqué 
reported that a large force of British troops had 
attacked their flanks but had been beaten off with 
heavy losses. Actually this particular troop con- 
sisted of 1S men, none of whom received a scratch. 

One Commando squad carried out eight sorties 
in one night, Phile Jewish “ death squads ” alto- 
gether conducted 56 sorties in five weeks, resulting 
mn 1.200 enemy killed and wounded, thousands, of 
prisoners, and much material captured, against a 
loss of 6 dead and 24 wounded.

to Palestine and with the British attitude to a 
Jewish Army in Palestine.

WORLD JEWISH CONGRESS 
“ ALL-EMBRACING ” 


Speaking on “ The World Jewish Congress ” 
the Anglo-Palestinian Club last week, 0 od the 
Chairmanship of Mr. A. L. Easterman, Dr. N. 
Barou said that in so far as the tortured Jewish 
European communities as well as all the free Jews of 
the world now looked to Great Britain as the central 
factor in the war and in post-war reconstruction. the 
British Section was performing very important and 
responsibie fanctions. 

Barov, was a 


Jewish democracy, said Dr. 
It had no State powers and 


voluntary democracy. 

could enforce its Seclclens on Jewry only by its 
moral and political appeal. Because of this. the 
programme and activities of the Congress were built 
on the main principles with which the great majority 
of Jews all over the world were in agreement. 
Congress allowed freedom to its composite bodies 
in the fields of religion, culture, and different 
formulae of national aspirations. 

It was impossible to conduct effectively the defence 
of Jewish rights and to plan the rehabilitation of 
Jewish life without a centralised international 
Jewish authority. Congress, he claimed, endeavoured 
to provide such an authority and had already built 
a wide foundation. It united varied elements ot 
Jewish political, religious, and social-economic 
opinion. It was non-sectional and non-party—an 
international Jewish organisation’ formed as a 
voluntary co-operative union of the Jewish com- 
Munitices and organisations of the world, to act on 
behalf of world Jewry in relation to its common 
problems, 

Since the outbreak of the war, said Dr. Barou, 
the Congress had taken the initiative in securing the 
maximum aid of the Jewish people towards the 
gencral war eflort In America it organised the 
Jewish section of the Inter-Faith Committee for 
British War Relief, and through this Committce 
succecded in raising a large proportion of the 
$33.000,000 raised generally in the U.S.A. Similar 
work had been effectively carried out in South 
America and in other countries.

Olive oi! or groundnut (arachis) oi! will be avail- 
able from the chemist for certain medicinal purposes, 
against a doctor's prescription only. 

“To meet the requirements of vegetarians and 
Orthodox Jews. a vegetarian kasher cooking fat 
will be distributed and will be available up to the 
amount of the cooking fat ration (2 0z.) to those

CO-OPERATING IN SOCIAL 
SERVICE 


A conference, convened by the Churches Group 
of the National Council of Social Service, was held 
last week at the Bonnington Hotel, Southampton 
Row, London. It was attended by representatives 
of close on a hundred religious bodies, civic guilds, 
clubs, community associations, and kindred bodies 
engaged in work of social service. , 

The Synagogues were represented by the Rev. 1. 
Livingstone (the nominee of the Chief Rabbi). There 
were also present representatives of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies (Mrs, Petrie) and the Jewish 
Board of Guardians (Miss H. M. Schlesinger and 
Mr. M. Fineman). 

The conference discussed the problems of co- 
operation in local committees from various points of 
view, and the ways in which the Churches can be 
related to Councils of Social Service. The Rev. I. 
Livingstone, in pointing out that that conference 
would use the word “ Church ™ in the broadest and 
most comprehensive sense, said that religious tasks 
which were often described as “ Christian” were, 
of course, the tasks of the Jewish Community. He 
also alluded to the recently-formed Council of 
Christians and Jews, which, he said, the conference 
would welcome, and which would surely help ‘Jews 
and Christians to co-operate in social service. 

In his introductory remarks, Dr. A. C-Craig (the 
General Secretary of the Council of Christian 
Churches) condemned anti-Jewish prejudices and 
persecutions.
